Floods! Another Blow To Wildlife 


Floods always are disastrous. And, usu- 
ally, the damage is measured only in 
losses of human life and property. Seldom 
does wildlife figure in the picture when 
surging waters rip through the country. 

Naturally, human misery comes first, 
but the losses of game birds and animals 
and the destruction of habitat from floods 
is a vital link’ in keeping our outdoors 
productive for sportsmen. Floods are one 


of the outstanding enemies of wildlife - 


everywhere. 
In the early spring flood. that swept 


through Illinois’ border counties, this was 
quite evident. Sam Carney, chief inspec- 
tor of the Illinois Department of Conser- 
vation (the organization which made 
these pictures), said his workers saw 
rabbits clinging to vines and trees a mile 
from land, quail seeking protection on 
logs and house tops. Furbearers did no 
better. How many hundreds or thousands 
of birds and animals claimed by this one 
flood never will be known but, certainly, 
the losses will show up in hunting in the 
flooded areas in the years ahead.

Why Sportsman's Clubs Fail 


By Mabry I. Anderson 


Here are the reasons for club failures... plus suggestions 


on how to make strong organizations ready and willing 


to fight for improved conservation 


THIS DAY OF GREED and law- 
sness insofar as our wildlife re- 
ces are concerned, the properly 
yanized and active sportsman’s club is 
tent weapon. Unfortunately, however, 
sreat proportion of the clubs in exist= 
se are “weak sisters”, improperly or- 
1ized and inactive to a state of almost 
nplete lethargy. The mere fact that a 
y hunters and fishermen sat down one 
ht and “organized” a group means less 
in nothing. Unless the members them- 
ves are completely willing to shoulder 
: load, your half-hearted attempts will 
ne to naught. A few days ago, while 
a hunting trip, I questioned a friend 
m a neighboring county regarding 
ir “club”. “Anderson,” he replied, “we 
sht just as well forget that we have 
2. We haven’t had a meeting since our 
fanizational get-together and when you 
;: me what we've done, all I can say 
that we haven’t done a damn thing!” 
Tis reply was typical. The same old 
ry prevails all over the country and 
| one club in a dozen can boast of 


ything except a number of “paid-up” | 


mbers. When you question a member 


rch, 1950 
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what he has done to make his club™ 
work, he will usually evade you with a 
mumbling reply that he has “paid his 
dues” and then change the subject as 
quickly as possible. 

To be brutally frank, about the only 
time the average club functions at all is 
when there is something to be against, 
such as dissatisfaction with current open 
seasons. As.soon as such petty differences 
are settled, the club retires within its 
shell and only emerges again when a 
similar “problem” pops up. Such a con- 
dition, while true, is almost beyond 
understanding when you stop to consider 
the near-miracles that. an active club 
can bring about. Positive and definite 
action on the part of organized sports- 
men groups can right some almost hope- 
less situations. I have seen it happen in 
my own home county, when for years the 
“smart boys” had sworn that it couldn’t 
be done. “Not in this county,” they had 
sneered, but they were wrong. 

The Coahoma County Conservation 
League (Mississippi) was born in the 
goose pits and duck blinds along the 
Mississippi River, conceived in the minds 


of a handful of sportsmen who had 
sickened “of the wanton destruction of 
game and fish resources. In desperation, 
they crawled from their empty blinds 
and against terrific opposition, organized 
a workable conservation group. Toes 
were trampled in the process but their 
attitude was that anything at all would 
be better than that which they had. 
Objectives were simple. 

Everything was wrong. Violations were 
at an all-time high, ethics afield at an 
all-time low, and the public as a whole, 
completely apathetic. One bright spot 
existed, that being the almost fanatical 
determination of the handful of sports- 
men that took the bull by the horns. In 
spite of continued opposition and numer- 
ous setbacks, the organization worked. It 
worked to such an extent, in fact, that less 
than three years old, the group is now 
one of the largest in the state and is the 
criterion by which other clubs are judged. 
Its history reads quite like that of any 
successful group since aims are usually 
about the same. Suffice to say, a healthy 
respect for game laws and conservation 
in its broader meaning now exists and as

a result of careful planning and diligent 
effort, game and fish stocks are climbing 
at a phenomenal rate. Much needed 
refuges were established and maintained; 
streams and lakes were improved and 
made productive; farmer-sportsman rela- 
tions took a new lease on life due to 
cooperation and workable habitat restora- 
tion programs. 

Integrally bonded to an all-out conser- 
vation effort is the all-important enter- 
tainment angle, the lighter side of the 
picture having a definite place in the 
scheme of things. Showmanship is a by- 
word and the club keeps itself constantly 
in the public eye by sponsoring enter- 
taining and educational events, designed

to appeal to all of the people. As a result, 
something of a reputation for ingenuity 
and success has been established and 
nothing breeds success like success itself. 

I could go on, citing accomplishments 
(and some failures too) but to do so 
would serve no further purpose. All real 
sportsmen know what can be done with 


-proper organization and effort and yet 


they fail. WHY? The whole thing hinges 
on YOU, Mr. Sportsman. You’re the one 
to praise or blame. Unless you, yourself, 
take the bit in your teeth, you’re sunk. 
If you already have an inactive group, 
your job will be harder. Toes will be 
trampled and feelings hurt but if your 
business was failing you’d trample a few

(1) BE SOLD ON THE NEED FC 
ORGANIZATION. Unless you, yourse 
are sold on the need for organization, y: 
had better start a selling job right no 
Frankly, there is little excuse for n 
being sold since you have only to lo 
around you for grim reminders. Are yo' 
quail coverts as productive today as the 
were ten years ago or has the food ax 
cover been destroyed by the “march 
civilization”? Do trout still frequent t! 
little brook that runs through your tow 
or have the industrialists turned it in 
a stinking, slime-filled slough, fit on 
for the breeding of carp? Do hunters 
your area stay. strictly within the leg 
limits or do they bring home all th 
they can, figuring that if they don’t, som: 
one else will? Does your State Legis]. 
ture enact laws that are broad in sco: 
and thoroughly sound from a standpoi 
of conservation or do they enact the 
laws for the benefit of “pressure group 
and political boon-dogglers, intent on 
on the immediate present and perhaps 
bit of graft on the side? If you are di 
satisfied with the answer to any of tl 
above “reminders”, you should be SOL!

‘ime objective and there is hardly a 
ymmunity that does not have some spe- 
al recreational spot that couldn’t stand 


aproving. Don’t simply fight things, 


‘eate something! Study your list of 
»jectives carefully and take “first things 
st”. Remember that you can’t possibly 
) everything at once so take it easy and 
ean up your objectives one or two at a 
ne. 
(4) REALIZE. THE ABSOLUTE NE- 
ESSITY OF REGULAR MEETINGS 
ND INTERESTING PROGRAMS. With- 
it regular meetings, your club will die 
natural death and without an interest- 
g program for each meeting, its death 
ill be just as certain though perhaps a 
t slower. Name a Permanent Program 
xmmittee at your organizational meet- 
~ and impress them with the fact that 
is their responsibility to furnish a 
scent program. Nothing creates and 
yids interest as thoroughly. Good out- 
ors’ movies are always available and a 
-ogram Committee worthy of the name 
n dig up any number of novel events 
ich as Quiz Contests, Skish Contests, 
100ting Matches and so on. With regu- 
r meetmgs and entertaining programs, 
yur attendance will hold up and mem- 
rs will be on hand for their assign- 


ents. 
(5) BE AWARE OF THE FACT THAT 


arch, 1950 
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EVERY MEMBER POSSIBLE SHOULD 
BE GIVEN A JOB. Clubs often fail by 
throwing the majority of the work to- 
ward some select few, thereby working 
their good horses to death and eliminat- 
ing participation by other members. 
Nothing makes a member feel more 
important than the knowledge that he is 
needed. The little fellow on the back 
row that never says a word is often a 
ball-of-fire when given a job within his 
capabilities. Scatter your committee 
assignments widely and you’ll be amazed 
at results. On one occasion, I can recall 
where ninety-five members were placed 
on committees in charge of the details 
of a gala Fish Fry and to the best of my 
knowledge, not a man shirked his job. 

(6) BE THICK-SKINNED AND WILL- 
ING TO STICK OUT YOUR NECK. This 
is perhaps the most important factor of 
all. Nothing is sadder than a “namby- 
pamby” group of “sportsmen”, afraid to 
take criticism and fearful of trampling on 
toes. Any sort of effort is better than 
nothing and if you fail in a project, shrug 
off the snickers and try it again. And as 


for sticking out your neck, why be afraid , 


to harass the poachers and n’er-do-wells 
that are stealing your birthright? You 
simply have to say goodbye to the days 
when violations were hushed up simply 
because the poacher was Mister So-And- 
So, President of the local Bank and Trust 
Company. If he violates the game laws, 
he is a common thief, and should be 
treated as such! When you become accus- 
tomed to this fact and begin assisting in 
the apprehension of violators, you will be 
surprised at the decline in lawlessness. 
The Coahoma County Conservation 
League (mentioned earlier in this article), 
worked for and received complete co- 
operation from local newspapers in pub-~ 
licizing to the fullest extent, each and 
every game and fish violation brought to 
light. If Mister So-And-So gets caught, 
it’s just too bad. His name makes the 
front pages and the effect is almost 
miraculous. Mister So-And-So doesn’t 
like this sort of publicity and will “blow 
his top” but blowing is about all he’ll do, 


as long as you stick strictly to facts. Rest 
assured, he’ll weigh the pros and cons 
before again laying himself liable to such 
publicity. 

(7) PRACTICE SHOWMANSHIP. By 
showmanship, I mean simply that. DO 
SOMETHING, even if it’s wrong! Plan 
and carry out events that are real pub- 
licity items and get your club in the 
limelight. During the first year of its 
organization, the Coahoma County Con- 
servation League sponsored the First 
Annual Mississippi Duck Calling Contest, 
interspersing it with novelties and fast 
entertainment that took it completely out 
of the class of the average contest. At 
least a hundred members worked dili- 
gently for a full four months, planning, 
discarding and mulling over details but 
the show was a sellout. Some came to 
laugh at their efforts perhaps but when 
they left the show, they were sold to 
the hilt. One night later, the same club 
with different committees, packed them 
in again for a showing of the famous 
Berry Brooks Wildlife Movies and Lec- 
tures. Similar events have been a regular 
part of their plan and to feed 800 to 1,000 
people at an outdoor fish fry or barbecue 
is considered child’s play. While such 
events may have no actual direct value 
insofar as conservation is concerned, their 
value is almost imposible to reckon in the 
light of the good will obtained. With a 
reputation for success behind them, efforts 
toward conservation matters meet with 
complete approval from the general 
public. 

Well, I guess that about covers it. If 
you organize and work on the above 
basis, you can hardly fail and you will 
gain the respect of your State Conser- 


vation Department, plus the good will of 


all of those around you. Your hunting 
and fishing future can be virtually as- 
sured and after all, you’re the one who 
will gain’ the most. Perhaps the most 
gratifying condition brought about by 
successful groups is the gradual but 
definite change that. comes over even 
some of the most chronic violators.

Are Wet Flies Better 
For Catching Trout? 


By Charles Wetzel 


DURING the past twenty-five or thirty 
years, the majority of fishermen have 
become so enamored with taking trout 
on the dry fly that they can see no other 
method. Now and then, however, they are 
brought back to earth when they return 
empty handed to find that their com- 
panion, the lone wet fly angler, again 
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keep following their course by moving 
your rod tip in the same direction. Above 
all, don’t impart any artificial motion to 
the fly—let the current do this. Strive to 
make everything natural, for as the fly 


comes tumbling and bumping along over. 


the rocks on its downstream journey, a 
trout may be following it mainly from 
curiosity. 

Keep following the course of the fly 
downstream, and when it is judged that 
it is passing over a particularly attrac- 
tive spot, hold the rod stationary, no 
longer following its downstream course. 
The velocity of the water on the taut 


We like arguments. Occasionally, too, we take sides, but here’s one time when 
we are staying on the sidelines in the judge’s stand safe from the howling mob.

didn’t intend to start a row among fishermen. He merely wanted to point out 
the advantages of trout fishing with a wet fly. However, we couldn’t pass up 
the golden opportunity to invite the dry fly purists to put on the boxing 


gloves and start swinging. As we said, we like arguments. 


took his limit as usual. Some may say 
that such cases are uncommon, but if 
so, it is for one reason only. Very few 
remember how to fish the wet fly cor- 
rectly. It is almost a lost art among the 
younger generation of today. 

I have been fly fishing since a boy. 
From 1908 to 1920 I used wet flies exclu- 
sively, although a few like Hewitt and 
LaBranche, were already using and writ- 
ing about the dry fly. Finally the art 
penetrated into the sticks, and I imme- 
diately swung over to the new way of 
taking trout on the surface. About 1935, 
I reverted back to the old type of wet 
fly fishing, and since then, I have been 
taking more trout than I ever did on 
the dry fly. 

Now don’t get the impression that I’m 
urging you to throw your dry flies away. 
I’m not. I still use the dry fly when 
trout are actively. feeding on the sur- 
face, but on other occasions, give me the 
wet fly every time. I have found that it 
will consistently kill more fish than the 
dry fly; although, one must know how 
to use it. This calls for slightly different 
methods—depending on the current— 
however, the basic principle is the drift 
cast which I shall attempt to explain. 

First of all, one fly only is required. 
Now suppose that you are standing out 
.in the stream and are fishing a moder- 
ately swift riffle. Cast your fly directly 
across, or slightly downstream from 
where you are standing. Keep your rod 
tip well up, at an angle at least 60 
degrees with the horizontal; this is to 
absorb the shock when the trout hits the 
fly, and also to prevent him from getting 
a dead pull on the line and tearing the 
fly out of his mouth. This is especially 
important. 

Now as the current starts carrying 
your line, leader and fly downstream,

line, caused by checking its downstream 
course, will cause the fly to rise to the 
surface. As it moves upward toward the 
top of the water, the hackle on the fly 
will alternately expand and contract due 
to the sudden change in velocity. Some 
anglers like Jim Leisenring, a Pennsyl- 
vania top notcher, add to this effect by 
slightly twitching the line which is being 
held in the left hand. Trout apparently 
assume from such movements that it is a 
nymph rising towards the surface, there 
to transform into a winged fly; and in 
the majority of cases, this is the moment 
when they hit it. 

The swifter the water, the harder they 
hit the fly, and if your rod is not well

will be memories of a vicious and sla 
ing strike. 

I cannot impress too strongly the va 
of keeping your rod well up. Dry 
fishermen just breaking into the ga 
and especially those who fish a long Ii 
are prone to lose many fish due to tk 
hard striking habits. One way this n 
be overcome is to strike from the r 
putting your left hand wn your poc 
instead of holding the line with it. / 
other way is to fish only with an unu 
ally pliant rod.

When they are very selective and re- 
fuse even the daintiest of dry flies, try 
the following dodge: attach a big bushy 
bi-visible or spider to the leader, ‘stamp- 
ing the fly into the mud so that it is com- 
pletely saturated. Now cast out the fly, 
and when it is over the fish, jerk hard so 
that it will be pulled under the surface. 
The trout will take it with a terrific rush, 
and many large ones are caught by this 
method.

No 
one else was taking any fish and everyone 
came crowding around to see how it was 
done. Shortly thereafter they all started 
to take fish by the method; however, it 
didn’t last long as the trout quickly got 
wise to the dodge.

Outside of special cases such as the above, 
you will find that the wet fly will kill 
well, even when trout are actively feed- 
ing on the surface. I seldom change to 
dry flies even during the heaviest hatch 
unless the wet fly fails to produce; and 
that is an occasion seldom witnessed. One 
should learn both wet and dry methods 
and become a universal angler, for his 
chances of taking fish thereby will he 
greatly improved. 

Now insofar as flies are concerned I 
like the bearded type with rather long 
hackle. Wings, if used, should be sparsely 
tied. Any kind of enlargements on the 
body such as bulbs or egg sacs, seem to

be more attractive than the straight con- 
Rainbow trout seem to 
prefer white flies; brown trout, yellow 
and black; brook trout, almost any type, 
although a glitter of tinsel seems to add 
to their attractiveness. The latter fish 
will perhaps take a gaudier creation than 
any of the others. Vary the sizes from 
No. 6 to No. 22, and don’t ever get the 
opinion that large trout will pass up the 
smaller flies. These observations are 
based on over forty years fly fishing ex- 
perience; however, everyone has his own 
preference, so, take it or leave it. 

One fly though has proved outstanding. 
This is the Black Ant, a fly so simply tied 
that anyone can make it. All one needs 
is a hook, black tying silk, a black hackle 
and some lacquer to finish off the fly. 
There’s no fancy stuff in this baby, but 
take it from me, it’s hot! This fly has 
probably accounted for more fish on the 
famous Brodhead Creek in Pennsylvania 
than perhaps any other. While fishing 
with Harry Darbee, the well known Cats- 
kill fly tyer, on the Beaverkill last year, 
I demonstrated its merits by immediately 
tying into a 17” brown trout. This was 
followed by two others in quick succes- 
sion. Then Harry took the wind out of 
my sails by catching a 20” fish on a Black 
Ghost streamer. Believe me, that boy 
knows how to fish!

Temperature of the water is an important 
factor in trout fishing early in the season. 
That is because the warmness or coldness 
of the water definitely influences the trout 
in its feeding. 

Brook trout are more comfortable and 
feed more freely when the water is be- 
tween 60 and 70 degrees. Brown trout 
like water that is between 65 and 75 
degrees. Rainbow trout react well in a 
range of 60 to 75 degrees. 

Water that is colder than 50 degrees 
means tough angling. In fact, live bait is 
best under such conditions, and even then 
it often is necessary to fish the riffles and 
other shallow parts of a stream where 
the sun has had a chance to warm the 
water a bit. 

You probably have heard the state- 
ment that trout won’t bite while snow 
water is in the streams. That is true, 
but it is not because of the presence of 
melted snow in the water. It is due to the 
fact that the melting snow lowers the 
temperature of the water to a level be- 
low that which is regarded as being likely 
to bring good angling. 


Overcrowded Streams 


With so many men and women fishing for 
trout in all sections of the country, an 
angler often is confronted with the prob- 
lem of taking fish after they have been 
disturbed by other fishermen. It can he 
done. 

To float a fly or cast a bait in a pool 
that somebody else has just fished is a 
plain waste of time. The fish will be in 
hiding. 

But the angler can “rest” the pool. This 
means he can keep out of sight of the 
fish, avoid all disturbance of the water, 
and wait for some sign—such as a feeding 
trout—that the fish have gotten over their 
scare. 

Fortunately fish do not have long 
“memories.” In about the time it takes 
to smoke a cigarette they will forget all 
about some noisy angler who has just 
splashed through the water in which they 
live. 


Bait Must Be Natural 


The juiciest, most lively worm or the most 
spirited minnow won't catch trout if it 
is not presented naturally to the fish. 

So when you bait a hook with worms, 
don’t twist them into a tightly packed 
ball. Loop them on the hook lightly, let- 
ting both ends of their bodies free to 
wriggle and turn. 

If you use minnows, hook them either 
through the lips or in the skin at the base 
of the dorsal fin, so they are also free to 
move. 

If natural nymphs—such as the hell- 
grammite—are used, impale them on a 
hook no larger than No. 10. 

And then, whether the bait is worm, 
minnow, or nymph, allow it to drift na- 
turally with the stream current. Don’t 
load it down with split shot that will 
anchor it immovably to the bottom. Na-

Conserve the Minnows 
Early season trout anglers who use min- 
nows as bait are under an obligation to 
conserve these bait fishes. : 

Since the average angler nets his own 
minnows, instead of buying them from a 
commercial dealer, here is a good rule 
to follow: Sort minnows while holding 
the seine over the water, so that under- 
sized ones will drop safely back into the 
stream. And always carefully return to 
the water the young of any species- of 
game fish. They are not legally used as 
bait. 

Fifty minnows is about the maximum 
number that can be carried safely in the 
average bait bucket. If some of these die, 
they need not be thrown away. A dead 
minnow, drifted through a bit of current 
or a riffle, often brings strikes from good 
trout. 

Incidentally, water in the minnow 
bucket will quickly kill minnows if it 
gets warmer than 70 degrees, no matter 
how fresh the water is. 

At the end of a day’s fishing, the 
thoughtful angler returns his left-over 
minnows to the water. 


Types of Live Bait 


There are a number of kinds of worms 
and many species of minnows, but there 
is one outstanding in each of these types 
of live bait. 


The best worm for trout angling is one 
of those firm, pinkish ones that are found 
in rich garden soil in the spring or that 
can be found by pulling up clumps of 
sod along a stream. It averages three or 
four inches in length and does a lot of 
twisting and wriggling. 

The sucker minnow is regarded as the 
best bait of its type, due to the fact that 


it is present in virtually all trout waters, © 


and the fish accept it as a regular part 
of their diet. Every angler has his own 
preference, of course, but a minnow two 
to three inches in length is ideal for trout 
fishing in the average stream. 


Where it is obtainable, the red-fin min- 
now is a close competitor of the sucker 
minnow for trout-taking honors. 


Wet Flies and Nymphs 


The early season is the favorite period for 
fishing with wet flies and nymphs, al- 
though it should not be forgotten that 
trout take these types of artificial lures 
all through the season. 


In the spring aquatic insects that pro- 
vide forage for trout are almost all in 
the nymph stage. Not until later in the 
season will there be large numbers of 
these insects which have taken to the 
wing. That is why use of dry flies is not 
usually very productive. 


Here is another point to remember: 
Aquatic insects are of dark colors in the 
spring, so flies and nymphs which are 
predominantly black, brown, and dark 
blue get the best results. 

And if you wish to try nymph fishing 
some day but don’t have such a lure in 
your fly book, just clip or pull the wings 
off a wet fly, and it will make a very satis- 
factory substitute.

Use of Barbless Hooks 
Barbless hooks are the best means of 
avoiding the destruction of small fish that 
are caught on live bait. 

Fish take bait greedily, often swallow- 
ing it before the angler sets the hook. 
They do not regard bait with the sus- 
picion they show toward artificial lures, 
in the first place. Moreover, they con- 
tinue to eat bait once they have taken it 
into their mouths, in contrast to their 
habit of spitting out an artificial lure—or 
attempting to do so—the instant they dis- 
cover it is made of hair, wood, feathers 
or metal. 

A small fish hooked in the throat is 
doomed unless the angler is especially 
careful and lucky, because the barb on 
the hook makes it extremely difficult to 
release the fish without harming it. 

But a barbless hook can be easily and 
quickly removed from the tissue which 
it has penetrated. 

Some anglers have the mistaken idea 
that it is difficult to land a fish caught on 
a barbless hook. That is not generally the 
case at all. So long as the line is kept 
moderately taut, there is little danger 
that the fish will shake the hook. 


Fish Near the Bottom 

Fish bait or an artificial lure near the 
bottom if you wish trout to take it in the 
early season. The reason is quite simple: 

Natural food on which the trout feed 
is more abundant near the bottom at 
this season of the year. These include the 
nymphs of all kinds of insects and also 
worms which have been washed into the 
water. 

But keep this fact in mind: Trout food 
in the spring is not necessarily found in 
deep water!

hted Flies—for Bass

After many bass trips to the desert lakes along the 
mighty Colorado River, we had become confident that 
a deep-running plug was “sure medicine” for the big 
boys of the blue water. Then, on a springtime jaunt down 
to clear Lake Havasu, formed by the concrete block, 
Parker Dam, we were disillusioned, as fishermen often 
are. Our plugs would not produce. 

Then we met Doc Childs, whose avocation is the out- 
witting of old Huro, the largemouth, under any and all 
conditions. And we agreed that Doc’s proper title should 
be “doctor of bassology.” He knew how to take those 
green-backed warriors on new and:strange lures made 
right on the job—and quickly demonstrated his technique 
in building and fishing them. Thus, we learned about 
Doc’s “desert demons,” a title we bestowed on the spot. 

We learned that no ordinary plug would sink deep 
enough in'the spring to reach those lurking denizens of 
the deep water. They wanted a lure that would go right 
to the bottom, then work up past them handled in a very 
special way—Doc’s way. A slow, hesitating retrieve with 
the fly rod did the trick. We fished the demons in just 
that manner—and took plenty of those “choosy” Havasu 
warriors. 

And the secret of making that demon? Well, Doc doesn’t 
mind, so here it is. The hook is a No. 2-0, with a long, 
keen point for deep holding. Clamped just back of the 
eye is a large buckshot, which takes the fly down—and 
fast. It is painted red, with a black eye, rimmed with 
yellow. 

The body is chenille, white, yellow or ribbed, and is 
wound over the tail feathers, which can be almost any 
combination of bright colors, but in which red and yellow 
should predominate, “Don’t matter so much,” Doe said, 
“but fish her deep and slow.”

It’s Time To Start Planning 
Your Early Trout Fishing 


By Lee Wulff 

Well, it’s time to think about the first 
early trout fishing trip of the season. 
And on these first trips of the year an 
angler often runs into a number of inter- 
esting problems. However, this “problem 
business” in trout fishing gets into the 
picture most any time of the year because 


the trout family is a challenge in angling 


techniques, tackle, etc. 

The fly rod is the natural and usual 
weapon of the trout fisherman. Only by 
fly casting can the very light wet or dry 
flies be presented properly to the fish. 
Spinning, which permits the casting of 
trout lures of fairly light weight, has 
become quite popular in the last few 
years but spinning anglers are still and 
will remain a small proportion of those 
who cast for trout. A smaller number of 
anglers successfully use bait casting 
equipment and casting lures ranging 
Y% ounce weight: up to the standard 
5g-ounce weight or over. Bait fishermen 
will use any of the above casting methods 
or any other sort of tackle that will put 
a bait within reach of the fish. 

Of all the fishing methods, fly casting 
requires the greatest skill. A combination 
of timing, power, and judgment is essen- 
tial. That’s why those who master the 
sport of fly fishing derive from it a great 
satisfaction. The use of tiny insect imita- 
tions which must on occasions be so close 
to perfection that even the angler has 
difficulty differentiating between the nat- 
ural and the artificial opens a field of 


interest as absorbing as any in the whole 
field of angling. The number of different 
insects trout feed upon is myriad and 
although some anglers feel that a few 
flies are all that are needed in their 
fly boxes almost every trout fisherman 
who has made more than a few trips 
finds that there are times when only a 
perfect imitation of a flying ant or a 
mayfly or a particular beetle will creel a 
fish. 


Trout fishing in a small mountain or 
swampy brook is largely a matter of a 
stealthy approach and a natural presen- 
tation. Trout in the narrow waters do not 
have much room for running and leaping 
and the overhanging branches usually 
preclude much casting or rod action by 
the angler. The brush fisherman sneaks 
up and presents his fly or bait on a 
short line. When a trout is hooked he 
comes out speedily by the spring of the 
rod or he dives into a snag or tangle for 
his freedom. As the streams become 
larger the fisherman finds room for cast- 
ing and for playing his fish once they’re 
hooked. When the streams grow large 
good casting and sometimes long casting 
is essential. The fish become larger and 
considerable casting and playing skill 
become necessary. Wading, instead of 
being just a matter of wearing boots 
to keep one’s feet dry becomes an art 
requiring sure footedness and good judg- 
ment lest a sudden dropoff or a little 
too much current give the angler a duck- 
ing and perhaps a bad scare.

to the larger flies and 
lures that are cast or trolled. They do 
most of their surface feeding in the 
spring and fall, seeking the deeper levels 
when summer warms up the surface 
water. Then it may take considerable 
weight at the end of a trolling line to get 
a lure down to them. From the foregoing 
it is easy to see that trout are a fish 
of widely varying waters and methods 
of capture. 

One of the main drawbacks to trout 
fishing lies in the limited amount of 
suitable water or the great number of 
trout enthusiasts for the amount of trout 
water available. Fishing on the popular 
streams may be literally “elbow to 
elbow”, because trout are’ primarily a 
stream fish and suitable streams are far 
too few. In a lake where the number 
of fish per cubic foot of water is usually 
less anyway,-there’s no telling where 
the fish may be; in the streams the fish 
are concentrated in the pools and are 
usually in less than four feet of water 
and therefore within casting reach of 
any angler who comes along. In a lake 
it may be important only to get a lure or 
bait within reach of a fish. In a stream 
putting a lure or bait within reach of a 
fish is a very simple matter. But to catch 
a stream fish the lure or bait must be 
the right one. The problem in stream 
fishing is knowing how to catch fish after 
they’ve been located rather than one of 
finding them. That is the basis for the 
preference of stream fishing and of trout 
fishing over other types by many of its 
devotees. 

The study of stream insects and the 
seasons of their abundance is a part of 
the game for a seasoned trout angler. A 
few underwater insects are always pres- 
ent in the streams, others come in cycles. 
When the air suddenly fills with hatching 
‘insects and the trout start feeding like 
mad the angler may not have too much 
time to match the insect with an arti- 
ficial. If he has no suitable imitation in 
his fly boxes the chances are he'll go 
fishless and if he fails to identify the 
insect and match it quickly the feeding 
splurge of the trout may be over before 
he creels many fish. There may be a 
dozen different insects showing on the 
stream surface with the trout selecting 
only one of them for their food. The 
identification of that particular insect 
among the many on hand is another 
problem to tantalize the trout fisherman. 

Undoubtedly trout fishing is one of 
the more difficult forms of angling save 
on rare occasions or in virgin waters 
but it is this difficulty and the variety 
of the problems encountered that make 
it top-flight angling. : 

Trout are essentially swift water fish 
and they are found in our cold, clear 
rivers and streams and some of the 
colder, deeper ponds and lakes. Our trout 
are divided into four main species, the 
eastern brook, brown, rainbow and cut- 
throat. Eastern brook trout are in reality 
a “charr” and not a true trout but are 
essentially troutlike and are generally 
accepted in the trout classification. They 
were native to the streams of the Atlantic 
seaboard. The brown trout was native

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to Europe and the rainbow, or its 
going phrase, the steelhead, were nativ 


to the streams and lakes of the Pacific 


watershed. Through widespread stocking 
any of these three species may be found 
in almost any section of the country 
where suitable conditions for trout sur- 
vival are found. The cutthroat trout is 
native to the rockies and the Pacific 
watershed and, having found less favor 
with anglers than the other three species 
they have been less widely stocked. 


There has been and probably will con- 
tinue to be considerable discussion on 
the question of whether or not the steel- 
head is a separate species but the con- 
sensus of opinion among ichthyologists 
is that both rainbow and steelhead fit 
under the single classification as rain- 
bow trout. Any species of trout when 
running to sea, whether it be brown, 
eastern brook, rainbow, cutthroat or arctic 
charr will become silvery when it strikes 
the salt water. That silvery coat is just 
Nature’s protective coloring to make the 
fish less conspicuous in the sea surround- 
ings. When they return on their spawning 
runs these silvery fish quickly revert to 
the usual stream coloration, protective for 
stream surroundings. 


The range of trout fishing is wide. 
Anglers find these fish in the swiftest 
of our waters, too fast or too cold for 
our other game fish, or in lakes where 
the temperatures do not exceed their 
survival maximum and in the salt or 
brackish waters when they are on a 
sea migration. Trout will go to sea when- 
ever the sea is accessible and offers more 
abundant feeding than the fresh water. 


This is particularly true of the northern . 


rivers where the summers are short and 
the insect life much less abundant than 
normally. Sea-running brown trout up to 
20 pounds are taken from the salt or 
brackish waters near St. John’s, New- 
foundland. Sea-running eastern brook 
trout in the Canadian Atlantic streams 
range well over seven pounds. Steel- 
heads on the Pacific slopes may reach 
more than 20 pounds. 


Any of the trout species in favorable 
stream or lake conditions may reach an 
equal size but the average trout taken 
by an angler is a small fish in the six to 
eleven inch range. The lure of fishing for 
him is not his size so much as his sur- 
roundings, shrewdness and scrap. Trout 
are a fish of the wilds, shy and easily 
frightened. They feed for the most part 
on small aquatic insect life and are so 
selective that a close imitation of their 
particular food of the moment is essen- 
tial to success. The trout, conditioned by 
bucking currents too swift for other 
gamesters, is a difficult battler on the 
light tackle required to hook him. 


What Makes a Good Hook? 


The only one who knows what makes a 
good hook is the fellow who uses it. Not 
long ago I was visiting the Bill DeWitt 
hook factory at Auburn, New York and 
discussing hooks. Frank DeWitt men- 
tioned that they’d been slaving away in- 
creasing the toughness and durability of 
their line only to get a howl of complaint 
from one area as a result. It seems the 
anglers for whom that particular hook 
was being made didn’t want a really

tough hook but one that would straighten 
out when snagged and could be re-bent 
into shape for further fishing when it was 
retrieved after pulling free. 

Hooks are made for a variety of pur- 
poses. The highest quality hooks in the 
regular runs are those to be used for dry 
flies. They must be very light so that they 
can be floated readily by the feathers and 
fibres of the fly. They must be strong in 
order to hold large fish. As a result the 
steel must be of top quality and temper 
and the design so carried out that the 
weight of the steel is utilized to best ad- 
vantage. Such hooks usually have tapered 
eyes which are smaller and neater and 
use less metal. The bend is usually forged 
or flattened so that the resistance to un- 
bending is greater than if they were left 
in their original round cross section in 
that critical area. The points must be 
needle sharp and the barb flared away 
from the wire for good gripping. 

The temper of hooks is worth discussion. 
For the dry fly hooks and others where 
the greatest strength is required the tem- 
per of the steel should be such that the 
hook is at the critical point where it is as 
likely to break as to bend. It is at this 
point the maximum toughness will be 
found. Hooks that are harder will stay 
sharp longer but will be brittle and more 
easily subject to breakage. Hooks that 
are softer will bend more easily, lacking 
strength and will not stay sharp as well.

Because they bend easily a soft hook may 
straighten out in a fish’s jaw where a 
tougher one will hold. 

Various types of bends have become 
associated with certain types of fishing. 
The round bend or “Model Perfect” is 
common among dry fly hooks; the Lime- 
rick bend is favored for salmon wet flies 
and streamers; tough, heavy O’Shaug- 
nessy hooks are commonly used for salt 
water fishing; a number of special bends 
have been developed for the big game 
fish of the sea and hooks of hard, non- 
corroding Z-Nickel are now being made 
for either fresh or salt water use. Long 
shanked hooks were created for ease in 
unhooking fish, short shanked hooks for 
light weight and inconspicuousness in 
floating crickets or grasshoppers over 
wary fish. Doubles, trebles, blued, bronzed 
or plated . . . they all have their place in 
the angler’s coverage of fish and fishing.

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Trolling Most Popular with 
Salt Water Fishermen 


By Ollie Rodman 


Maybe I could start a mighty good argu- 
ment by trying to decide which method 
of fishing is used to take the most salt 
water game fish, generally speaking. The 
handliners and rod and reel bait and bot- 
tom fishermen might claim that their 
ranks are the largest in the salt water 
angling fraternity and that they took the 
most fish. 

However, my guess is that those who 
troll, even excluding the big game fisher- 
men who troll for_sailfish, blue fin tuna 
and various kinds of marlin, come pretty 


close to forming the largest group of salt 
water anglers. True or not, the chances 
are that sooner or later you will be troll- 


schools can often be seen by the naked 
eye, but you can locate surfacing fish 
often by watching the terns or gulls. 
These birds are quick to find the free and 
easy meal which they get when small bait 
is driven to the surface by larger fish. 
Experienced trollers are quick to take 
advantage of a situation like this, but 
remember that the boat has to pass by the 
fish before your trolled lure will come 
by them. Don’t, whatever you do, drive 
your boat right through the middle or 
even through the edge of the school, as 
this maneuver in most cases will put the 
fish down deep and stop their feeding. 
Run your boat past the school of fish, 
off to one side, then swing sharply in 


ing for salt water game fish. Whether it 
be in the North or South Atlantic waters, 
the Gulf, or the West Coast, trolling is a 
really taking method for all the popular 
inshore and offshore salt water game 
fishes. For what fish? Bluefish, weakfish 
(common and spotted) striped and channel 
bass, mackerel, amberjack, kingfish, yel- 
low tail school tuna, sea salmon (West 
Coast) will name just a few. 

Whether you are trolling from a row- 
boat propelled by oars or outboard, an 
open inboard fishing boat or a deluxe 
offshore cruiser, there are certain funda- 
mental rules and regulations. One of the 
most important of these is how you or 
your charter captain maneuvers the boat 
while trolling over the fishing grounds. 
For example, many salt water game fish 
show on top, particularly when they are 
feeding on small bait which they have 
driven to the surface. Such breaking

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rather than trolling back and forth over 
the same water. 

Speed of trolling depends pretty much 
on two things: the kind of lures you are 
using; and the fish you are after. No 
matter what fish you are seeking, speed 
should be controlled by the lure: watch 
it behind the boat; try various speeds; 
then fish at the speed which gives the 
lure the most life-like action. For ex- 
ample, it takes quite a bit of speed to 
give action to eelskin-covered trolling 
rigs, feather jigs, most metal jigs, and the

newer nylon jigs. On the other hand, you 
can get excellent action out of many 
plugs or spoons at a very slow speed. 

Your trolling tackle will vary, depend- 
ing upon the size of the fish you expect 
to catch. However, a good all-’round 
trolling rig could stack up as follows: the 
rod should have a one piece split bamboo, 
hollow steel, copper beryllium or glass 
tip, 544 to 6 feet long, backed by a butt of 
18 to 22 inches with screw locking reel 
seat; the reel can be anyone of a dozen 
nationally advertised free-spool, star- 
drag ones that will hold at least 150 yards 
of cuttyhunk 6 to 9 thread line or its 
equivalent in breaking test in braided 
nylon. By the way, that tip weight can be 
somewhere around 6 to 9 ounces and with 
the latter you can handle most anything 
up to 75 to 80 pounds. 

It would take this entire department 
to name all the trolling lures that will 
take salt water game fish. We have men- 
tioned spoons, metal jigs and salt water 
plugs. The sizes of all these and the hook 
sizes depend upon the fish you are tak- 
ing, but fortunately most salt water 
gamesters have a pretty large mouth so 
that outside of a small mackerel, your 
hook size might range anywhere from 
4/0 to 8/0. Personal preference for a 
single hook is the O’Shaughnessy type. 

How far behind the boat you troll and 
how deep again varies. School tuna will 
hit right in the wake of the boat, that is 
5 to 10 yards behind, much better than 
they will 20 to 30 yards behind. Striped 
bass and bluefish, when really hungry, 
aren’t too leery of the boat but, by and 
large, you will do better trolling 80 to 
90 feet of line. A fairly good rule to re- 
member is that if the water is clear and 
shallow a longer trolling line will take 
more fish than a short one. There are 
days when fish will feed on top and other 
days when these same fish will be down 
deep. Try your normal trolling depth at

boatman will troll one line near the top 


and the other one several feet below that. 

A lot of beginners go trolling and 
there’s one costly error which too many 
of them make—and that is the position 
of their rod while trolling and waiting 
for a strike. Never—and we mean never 
—have the tip of the rod pointing back, 
away from the lure. In other words, don’t 
hold your rod in back of the perpendicu- 
lar: if you do and a fish hits while the 
rod is in such a position, the entire pres- 
sure of the strike comes on the very 
tip of the rod and, if it’s a sizeable fish, 
he will snap the rod at once. After all, 
a fishing rod’s primary purpose is to act 
as a cushion between the fish and the 
fisherman. It’s the flex of a rod that sets 
the hook into a fish’s mouth on the 
strike and keeps it there during the 
fight. So be sure to hold your rod in 
such a position at all times that the fish 
is putting a bend in it. For example, the 
rod is doing no good if you point it di- 
rectly at the fish so that all the pressure 
comes directly on the line only and 
straight to the reel spool. If there’s one 
best rod position for trolling and fighting 
a fish it’s at a 45° angle from the water. 

When trolling—and this applies to prac- 
tically every fish (fresh or salt water)— 
don’t be afraid to try different methods 
and different lures. Too many times when 
the local newspaper says that Jim Smith 
caught 50 mackerel on a metal jig every- 
body will be fishing where Jim Smith 
did with a metal jig and won’t take the 
time to try another lure which might 
catch 60. 


Note to Fly Fishermen 


More and more salt water anglers are 
finding extra fun by using their fly rods 
in salt water. 

As pointed out in this column last 
month, when fly fishing for the larger of 
our salt water game fish (that is 10 
pounds and up) you need at least one 
hundred yards of 15 to 18 pound test 
backing behind your fly line. Since mak- 
ing that comment we have discovered 
some really good news. 

The Rainbeau Line Company of Can- 
ton, Mass. have brought out what they 
call a “Shooting Line” which has 30 feet 
of heavy fly line and then tapers into 
a hundred yards of 24 pound test braided 
nylon backing. You buy it as one contin- 
uous line. 

This was developed originally for the 
steelhead and salmon fishing on the West 
Coast, but is beginning to catch on as a 
mighty popular item in other salt water 
fly fishing areas such as Florida and the 
New England states. 

This is a real Godsend for those who 
have struggled with the rather unpleas- 
ant job of splicing backing onto a fly line.

And so they stayed until just 
a few minutes ago.

CATCH EM IN THE SURF

Once you get the hang of surf casting, chances are a hun- 


dred to one you'll be an enthusiastic follower of the sport. ° . 


Here are some tips on tackle, how to cast and suitable baits 


EVER TRIED surf fishing? If you haven’t you’ve got an 
indescribable thrill in store. And many fellows I’ve 
introduced to the sport have thanked me again and again 
for the introduction. 

Why? Well, there’s something different about wading 
out into the rollers and casting toward the horizon. It’s a 
sort of combination of all other kinds of fishing. If you 
like to feel the waters of a lively stream tugging at your 
knees and the exhilaration of action that comes from fly 
and bait casting, you get it all as a wave jumper. If you 
get a kick from the mighty tug of salmon or the arm- 
jerking power of deep-sea battlers, it’s yours again in the 
foaming breakers when you are surf fishing.

Those of you who live along either of our coasts are 
lucky because some kind of surf fishing is available along 
almost every mile of it. ’ve never had the pleasure of 
tackling the stripers, channel bass, and other lesser fishes 
of the Atlantic surf. I have, however, had vicarious thrills 
along with the other writing guys who have fished the 
eastern seaboard. 

But out here in the wash of the great Pacific its a 
different story, and I’ve heard the song of the surf many 
times from Canada to Mexico. You’ll be able to hear it, 
too, and to get a good idea of how it’s done by persuing 
the accompanying pictures and captions which cover 
practically the entire gamut of methods and equipment.

The author’s favorite is soft-shelled sand crabs, and the 
best method of getting the crabs fresh is to rake them in 
as this fisherman is doing 
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HERE'S HOW TO CAST 


1. Getting ready for, the throw, the lead is well back 
(three to six feet from the tip-top), arms are straight, 
the body weight is on the right leg and the reel is up 


2. The cast is started with the thumb tight on the 
spool. The body weight comes forward on both legs, 
but the knees are still bent and the reel is on the side 


3. The rod now is bending under the power of the 
cast and the throw is made with a twist of the body, 
a pull with the left arm and a push with the right 


4. The thumb is released from the reel spool when 
the rod is perpendicular. Here is the follow through, 
reel up and just enough thumbing to stop backlashing 


5. After the bait’s in the water, the retrieve must be 
right before another good cast can be made. Since 
level winds are seldom used, you use your thumb

Famed Fishing Waters 


By Cal Johnson 


In the lake-studded region surrounding 
the little northwoods city of Hayward 
in northwestern Wisconsin, the whine of 
the crosscut saw and the chop of the 
woodsman’s axe echoed through the pine- 
scented atmosphere some _ thirty-five 
years ago. The lumber industry was in 
full swing and millions of feet of valu- 
able timber was cut and then floated 
down the famous Chippewa River to the 
sawmills farther south. Hayward was the 
center of entertainment and the source of 
supplies for the rough and ready fellows 
who wore spiked boots and woolen 
clothes the year around. 

It was the heyday of the two-fisted, 
rollicking lumberjack. History of the area 
tells of thrilling, exciting days and nights, 
quite unlike those experienced today, but 
intriguing to red-blooded men, especially, 
those who loved the smell of cedar 
swamps, towering pine forests, lumber 
camps, sawdust-floored saloons, rough 
company and the gay, carefree atmos- 
phere of the time. Few of these men 
fished for sport, but the camps hired men 
to keep the larders filled with fish and 
game. The area teemed with fish and 
game, for it was still in the wilderness 
stage and few individuals took time out 
to visualize what was going to happen 
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when the timber cutting days were over. 
City vacationers were few and, naturally, 
resort accommodations were not avail- 
able then. 

Eventually the day of the timber 
cruiser, lumberjack and sawmill waned 
and this vast outdoor country became a 
land which could be easily developed 
into one of America’s finest vacation- 
lands. A-few far-visioned men realized 
the possibilities of catering to the tourist 
who braved auto travel over rough, un- 
kept roadways just to enjoy fishing in 
lakes, rivers and streams off the beaten 
path. A small resort soon appeared on 
the shores of Spider Lake, then another 
on Teal Lake, finally another logging 
camp was converted into a lodge on 
Ghost Creek. 

In due time a large power dam was 
constructed on the Chippewa River and 
one of the country’s most astounding 
fishing waters was created, now known 
as Chippewa Lake. Over 40,000 acres of 
land were inundated by this man-created 
flowage and in 1925 these waters com- 
menced their phenomenal growth into a 
natural spawning grounds for muskel- 
lunge, walleyes and bass. Recent years 
have seen giant crappies added to the 
fish possible to take here. As long as the 


water can be impounded, which should 
be forever, this great body of water, 
studded with islands, small bays, points 
of land and numerous weedbeds and 
rock and sand bars where the big fish 
lurk, will be listed as one of the nation’s 
most promising fishing waters. 

Hayward rightfully boasts the slogan 
“Musky Capital of the World,” for sev- 
eral record muskies have been taken from 
regional waters in recent years. The 
natural spawning facilities, cover and 
food supply of the surrounding aquatie 
territory are ideal for the mighty muskel- 
lunge. There are many lakes known to 
harbor very large muskies, for huge fish 
are seen frequently by guides and vaca- 
tioners. On many occasions the lunkers 
are hooked and lost, leaving them lurk- 
ing in the waters for other lucky fisher- 
men to battle in the future. 

Waters where the muskellunge are 
natives are Court O’Reilles, Lake Chip- 
pewa, Grindstone Lake, Sand Lake, Big 
and Little Sissabagama, Teal Lake, Lost 
Land Lake, Spider Lake, Ghost Lake, 
Twin Lakes, Round Lake, Moose Lake, 
Chippewa River, Callahan Lake, Tiger 
Cat Flowage, Chief Lake: and a few 
smaller lakes and tributaries to the 
Chippewa River. Other species, such as 
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walleyes, bass and panfish are also taken 
from the waters mentioned, with the 
northern pike a resident in some of them. 
Some very large hybrid muskies have 
been taken from Round Lake. This 
species is unique and very beautiful, 
making an excellent prize for any angler 
visiting the region. 

While Lake Chippewa is perhaps the 
most extensive body of water in the 
area, the two largest natural lakes are 
Lac Court O’Reilles and Grindstone Lake. 
Like beautiful Round Lake, these huge 
bodies of water are crystal clear and 
produce fighting fish of excellent flavor. 
The coloration of all game fish taken 
from these deep clear waters is ex- 
tremely attractive. The muskies are the 
true “tiger” species with irregular strip- 
ing of a silvery hue. Other lakes and 
rivers harbor the native northwoods 
muskellunge, with black back and 
greenish-bronze sides. All muskies of 
the Hayward lakes region are hard 
fighters and spectacular in all their 
movements. 

The largest fish of any species ever 
taken in the Hayward lakes region was 
a 142% pound sturgeon. This fish was 
taken in the channel connecting Teal and

Lost Land lakes. Sturgeon can be taken 
in season from’ several lakes and the 
Chippewa River, but for their size and 
palatability, these “tough-hided” scaven- 
gers are not to be classed with the game 
fish of the region when it comes to a 
thrilling battle on light tackle. The stur- 
geon is relished by many when smoked. 
Spider Lake, one of the beauty spots 
of the Hayward region, has long been 
_ popular as a vacation center. Large and 
smallmouth black bass fishing top the 
anglers’ activities in this particular body

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of water, with good muskie fishing also 
to be enjoyed. Like most other lakes of 
the area, plenty of exciting sport can be 
had with a fly rod for panfish and bass. 
Hospital Bay and many small coves and 
weed bars are favorite spots for the fly 
fisherman and bait caster, for it is in such 
locations that the bass and panfish are 
the liveliest for striking artificial lures. 

The Totogatic Flowage, also known as 
Nelson Lake, has developed into one of 
the most reliable waters for walleyes in 
the Hayward lakes territory. Like the 
Chippewa Flowage, it produces extra- 
large walleyes, ranging anywhere from 
three to ten pounds. These waters are 
also noted for fine northern pike, crappies 
and unusually large bluegills. The To- 
togatic Flowage is purely a fishermen’s 
paradise, especially for those who take 
pride in their casting skill, for the waters 
are dotted with dry treetops and snags, 
with plenty of inundated stumps ‘and 
foliage where game fish can play hide and 
seek with the fisherman and his array of 
artificial plugs, flies and natural baits. 
It is also a still-fisherman’s haven. 

Ghost Lake is one of the most famous 
muskie lakes in the area. This location 


from the timberlands to the north. Today 
Teal Lake boasts several commercial re- 
sorts on its heavily timbered shores and 
also a colony of summer home owners 
who have been temporary residents of the 
region for many years. Lost Land Lake 
is a wide expanse of water where fine 
resorts are also found, along with good 
fishing similar to that found in Teal Lake. 
The heavy woodlands surrounding Ghost, 
Teal, Lost Land and the Chippewa River 
teem with partridge and deer. This area 
is centrally located in the famous Che- 
quamegon National Forest, thus warrant- 
ing a permanent wilderness and continual 
protection by the Federal Government.

Fighting muskies, bass 
and walleyes are taken here, with plenty 
of exciting sport for the crappie fisher- 
man. Ghost Creek flows from this lake 
into the Chippewa River, thus the fishing 
activities can be varied by fishing the lake 
for a day, then directing the angling the 
next day to a float up or down the river, 
where more muskies, wall-eyed pike and 
small mouthed bass can be taken. 

Lost Land and Teal lakes also date back 
to the early days of the resort business in 
the Hayward region. Here you will find 
muskellunge, large and smallmouth bass, 
walleyes and panfish. Teal Lake is classed 
among the most beautiful lakes of this 
vast vacation area, having six wooded 
islands scattered in picturesque array. It 
was here that the early lumberman 
centered his activities by rafting logs

Ed Williams of Kingman, Ariz., is the dean of fishing for the mighty rainbows 
in the Colorado River below Hoover Dam. Ed and some buddies stocked trout 
in the river after it cleared following the dam construction 
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IF YOU’RE LOOKING toward the West 
for fishing—trout fishing—take a look at 
the fabulous trout water below Hoover 
Dam on the mighty Colorado River. Once 
this stream was muddy. A third of its 
content was silt, but with the building of 
the dam and creation of Lake Mead the 
silt settled at the upper end of the lake. 
Below the dam the water is now crystal 
clear and cold. It’s trout water, holding 
some sporty rainbows. 

Sportsmen of northern Arizona and 
Nevada made the first planting of trout in 
1938. The two states joining on the river 
now make regular plants of trout. The 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service con- 
tributes others. In ten years the Colo- 
rado has become famous for its trout 
fishing. 

This section of the Colorado is produc- 
ing some lunkers. A nine pounder came 
to the net of Murl Emery of Nelson, 
Nevada, last year. And it’s a safe wager 
this record fish will be topped before 
long. 

So, if you’re looking to the West for 
fishin’ take a longer gander at the Colo- 
rado River below Hoover Dam.

Fish Each Spot Patiently 


In the course of an afternoon of fishing 
you have come upon a spot that you feel 
certain contains fish. There is something 
about the water and that particular lo- 
cation that makes you feel beyond a 
doubt there is a good fish waiting there. 


You cast a plug or fly, but nothing 
happens. 

What do you do then? Decide you were 
in error? 

You won’t make a mistake like that if 
you are wise. 

The first cast, or even the first half 
dozen casts, are not enough, particularly 
if you are fishing for bass. 

From as much as 10 or 15 feet away a 
good bass may have noticed that first 
east.

Each year more of our small trout 
streams are being scalped of all foliag 
cover. Bald trout streams are easy i 
fish: no snags, no line tangling in the 
bushes, and no brush to crawl through, 


~But this convenience is a parasite, for 


wherever it is present you find the smart | 
brook trout absent. 2% 
What can you do to revive trout life ; 
in the creek on your land? D. John. 
O’Donnell, chief biologist of the fish man- : 
agement division of Wisconsin, says that ; 
stream cover and deep pools are most im- - 
portant in trout production. This cover > 
provides protection from natural enemies, , 
harbors large quantities of food particles, , 
and shades the stream to keep the water: 
temperature down. Mr. O’Donnell points: 
out that an ideal trout stream has fifty, 
per cent pools and fifty per cent shallow, 
riffles. The shallow riffles have large quan-- 
tities of food for the trout, but, if there: 
is no cover the fish do not venture out be-- 
cause of lack of shelter and hiding places... 
This report also states that fencing outt 
cattle and farm animals is important. 


So, the most important stream improve-- 
ment project is allowing the bushes andi 
trees to grow along the banks of the: 
stream. The entire area that the creeks 
flows through doesn’t have to be left in-- 
tact. Twenty to fifty feet of foliage o 
each side of a small brook will provide: 
sufficient cover. Since brush clearing is: 
a problem for most land owners, a spar-+ 
ing of the axe from the brush near the: 
stream will provide this cover, and na 
large investment for planting trees will 
be needed. If all the brush has beer 
slashed down, cattle may have to bei 
fenced out to start a new growth, but om 
most small streams bushes and small trees: 
grow by themselves and all the land— 
owner’s improvement project needs is a 
conservative mind to spare the cover for’ 
the wary brook trout. 


Many small brooks have been free fron» 
all undergrowth for years. Mr. O’Donnell’s 
report on Wisconsin streams states that 
many of the streams are limited to ter 
or twenty per cent fishable water becaus 
vast amounts of erosion material have 
formed shallow silted stream bottomsé 
Such streams need assistance in provid-: 
ing hiding spots and in keeping the watex 
level high enough for fish to live in dur- 
ing low water periods. On large streams 
it takes machinery, large crews, and muctl 
capital to make pools that will endure 
the destructive force of the stream, but or 
the small creek winding across your land! 
a shovel, a few logs, and a little time 
will do wonders for future trout holes. 


Conservation workers make these pool: 
by digging a log down in the stream t¢ 
raise the water level. They are callec 
“single log dams.” The dams are usually 
located below the shallow stretches o/ 
the streams and the tops of the logs shoulc 
not be higher than the water level at th 
upper end of these shallow parts being 
dammed. The pools are dug below th 


dams so the water flow will keep them 
clean. 

The first step in the construction of a 
log dam is to dig a trench in the stream 
bed. The log must fit into this trench 
tightly to prevent water from flowing 
under it and washing it away. The log 
will extend back into the bank two or 
three feet on each side of the creek and 
a few stakes should be pounded down be- 
side the log or a heavy rock placed on it 
to hold it securely in place. 

On the upstream side of the log a pole 
or board facing is built which slopes down 
at a forty-five degree angle from the top 
of the log. This is spiked to the top of 
the log and weighted down by rocks and 
dirt on the other end that is three or four 
feet upstream from the log. If poles are 
used, they must be placed parallel with 
the log and spiked together. Each one 
should be progressively smaller. Boards 
should be placed parallel to the stream 
flow and nailed to the log if they are used 
in place of poles. ; 

The purpose of this kind of dam is to 
keep sufficient water in creeks during dry 
spells and control the flow of the water 
during rainy periods. It makes food and 
shelter for grown trout and keeps enough 
water in the stream so fish eggs are not 
left on dry land; and it controls the flow 
of water to prevent food and fish eggs 
from washing down stream. 

Is it worth the trouble? In a Wisconsin 
conservation report, Mr. O’Donnell tells 
that stream improvement started about 


1900 in the United States. Michigan has 
been the leader in this field according to 
this report. In 1927, Michigan carried out 
a research program and many states have 
since used methods developed in that 
stream improvement project. Records 
kept on one stream for three years be- 
fore and after the project was completed 
show that one hundred and twenty per 
cent more trout were caught after the 
completion of the work. Thirty-five per 
cent more trout were caught per hour 
on that stream despite the sixty-four per 
cent heavier fishing traffic. 

Mr. Landowner, you'll be doing your- 
self a great favor. and at the same time 
you will be improving one of your state’s 
greatest natural resources when you help 
preserve small trout streams. You'll be 
controlling the all-important problem of 
erosion by allowing trees and under- 
growth to grow on the banks of that 
creek. The soil plugged rivers in our 
country are filled by the countribution 
of a little material from each of the 
thousands of small creeks leading into 
them. If you’re a fisherman yourself, you 
improve your own chances of catching 
the limit on opening day, and you are do- 
ing your part for the visiting sportsmen 
who spell business to your state. If one 
part of each creek has ideal living habi- 
tats for fish, it increases trout population 
even though the rest of the stream doesn’t 
have those conditions. 

Be a sport and help keep the trout in 
our small brooks and streams. 


This once was a fine stream for trout fishing, but now it is only a sluggish creek 
choked with weeds. The change from good to bad took only one year after the 
‘ stream shore had been cleared of all foliage cover

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“Wobbling Spoon a 
Must for Anglers 


By Robert Page Lincoln 


It is now a great many years ago since a 
young fellow by the name of Buell, while 
fishing on Lake George in New York 
state, became the inventor of the wobbling 
spoon. The story has it that while fishing 
on this famous lake, and while eating his 
lunch in a boat, he inadvertently dropped 
a dessert spoon in the water. It was not a 
heavy spoon but a thin bladed item made 
of silver. As it whirled toward the bottom, 
Buell leaned over to watch its progress 
downward. Suddenly a large lake trout 
seized the spoon and it was no more. 

The fish had been attracted by that 
wobbling action, and, no doubt, believing 
it to be a disabled fish, had seized it. 
Being of an inventive frame of mind, 
young Buell at once hurried home and 
obtained another like silver spoon from 
his mother’s cupboard. He cut off the 
stem close to the bowl of the spoon and 
to the heavy end of it soldered on a large 
hook. To the pointed end or tip of the 
spoon bowl he drilled a hole and to this, 
by means of a twist of wire, attached the 
line. Thus the wobbling spoon was 
“founded”. The story has it that young 
Buell took so many lake trout that it was 
thought for a time he would clean out 
Lake George, such was the powerful at- 
traction of this amazing lure. 

From that day to this the wobbling 
spoon has enjoyed a steady sale and an 
ever-increasing demand. The reason for 
this has been that it has been a consistent 
fish-producer. Too, its erratic, zig-zag- 
ging, quartering action attracts not only 
pickerel, pike and muskellunge but bass, 
trout and many other fish. Very simply, 
imitating a hurt fish it attracts the atten- 
tion ofthe larger finny ones. 

The wobbling spoon has nothing in 

- common with the regulation type spoon, 
which spoon revolves on a shaft. These 
operate in a straight undeviating line; the 
wobbling spoon darts, quarters, is “alive” 
all the time. 

The size of the spoon is of importance. 
In trolling deep for lake trout a large 
spoon is needed. Down deep, where you 
always find the lake trout in the summer, 
a large lure is needed since the light 
diffused in those depths is none too great. 
Hence a small lure might be lost to view 
whereas a large lure is readily seen. 

Spoons of this type come in all manner 
of finish—nickle, bronze, gold, brass, cop- 
per, aluminum, pearl, and enameled. The 
question will invariably be asked, “which 
is the most killing finish”. I doubt whether 
there is a fisherman who has studied 
wobbling spoons more than I have, and 
has used more spoons in more finishes. I 
have used and tried them all. My conclu- 
sion is that the “silver” (nickel) finish is 
by far the most attractive, throws a bet- 
ter ray or series of rays, and is certainly 
the most desirable lure-finish when one 
is trolling deep. Brass and copper finish 
is said to be best in fairly shallow water 
in bright sunlight, as the spoon rays are 
not too glaring. Wobbling spoons that 
have the convex side nickle and the con- 

_ cave copper, are very attractive and are

centrate on this he would not be 
out on a good bet. 

Fishermen who have trolled with the 
wobbling spoon exclusively have missed 
half of the pleasure possible in this unique 
lure. It is in casting the wobbing spoon 
that fully seventy-five per cent of its 
effectiveness is established, added to 
which is the fact that you can cast it up 
into places which you cannot contact 
while trolling. This would involve inden- 
tations and deep pockets up among the 
pads and rushes, impossible to reach 
while trolling. One of the pleasures con- 
nected with casting a wobbling spoon is 
its almost perfect heft, and the fact that 
it cuts through the air like a bullet. No 
lure in my experience is easier to cast, 
and from which one can get such ac- 
curacy. Because it can thus be cast effec- 
tively to reach little spots and patches of 
water in out-of-the-way places, it proves 
deadly in due proportion. 

I must not forget tu pay due credit and 
recommendation to the enameled type of 
spoon which has been going great guns 
in the fishing world for twenty or more 
years. I believe it is a toss-up as to which 
is the most effective, the black-and-white 
striped enameled spoon or the red-and- 
white enameled one. Possibly for average, 
everyday fishing the black-and-white is 
the leader, although I would say that both 
the red-and-white and the black-and- 
white should be included in the tackle 
box. Both colors should be tried out under 
all manner of circumstances so as to 
leave no possibility uncovered. 


In the west I have used the red-and- 
white color most effectively, and I believe 
that the general concensus among west- 
ern anglers is the same. I have taken trout 
up to fifteen pounds on a small red-and- 
white enameled wobbling spoon, and a 
great many below that. Understand, in 
casting for stream trout (rainbows, 
browns, brooks, etc.), never use one of 
the regulation size, such as you cast for 
bass, pickerel, pike, muskies, etc.,, which 
same is about three inches in length. Your 
enameled spoon for trout should be not 
over two inches in length. I have cast the 
three-inch size in many western streams 
but oddly enough they have failed to 
produce; yet the little two-incher has 
done the trick every time. The fly-rod 
size in this red-and-white is also used 
effectively in the west, the same being 
about an inch in length. 


A method I have of increasing the effec- 
tiveness of the wobbling spoon might be 
mentioned as every user of this spoon 
should be aware of it and its value. I am 
referring to the application of a bottled 
pork-rind strip to the tail-gang of the 
spoon. If you attach this to any one of the 
three hooks of the gang, the rind will 
operate off-center and will not ride true 
in the water. To obviate this, solder in a 
fly-rod snap in the crotch of the gang- 
hook, right in the center where the three 
hook stems come out. You can now snap 
on the rind-strip with ease and when the 
spoon is cast or trolled it will operate on 
dead center and trail most beautifully, 
with a waving, undulating movement as 
the spoon gyrates this way and that. So 
killing is this addition to the lure in ques- 
tion that it will take for you some of the

largest fish you have ever hooked. Do not 
use the frog-shaped rind, rather the long 
rind. It is true that small fish might fol- 
low this lure and nip at the rind strip 
and will not contact the hook. Walleyed 
pike will do this. But large fish will glom 
the whole outfit, rind-strip, spoon and all. 
It is the one way I would suggest lining 
out this lure for muskies, for while pick- 
erel and pike (great northerns) will fall 
all over themselves to pay court to this 
spoon as is, muskies seem to be more 
selective. But add that pork-rind strip 
and the tables are turned. They can’t re- 
sist that addition. Maybe they think its 
a hurt fish with its guts coming out, I 
don’t know. 


Trolling or reeling a wobbling spoon 
will take its share of fish, but there is a 
method that I would like to impart, to 
make valuable this article which I have 
found will take fish when they seem to be 
slow or sluggish. As you troll (let us say 
for lake trout) give the spoon a steady, 
kept-up series of jerks, which has the 
effect of drawing the spoon forward four 
to six inches and releasing it to drop back. 
Thus by drawing forward and permitting 
the spoon to drop back you give the im- 
pression that the spoon is a small fish that 

»is disabled, is trying, as best it may, to 
go forward but inevitably falls back for 
a renewed dart forward. This draw-and- 
release method is so effective that if you 
troll off one side of the boat and your 
companion on the other side, and you use 
the draw-and-release method and he 
trolls without doing so, you will take far 
more fish. You might put this to the test. 
It is a rock-bottom fact that any lure that 
imitates a hurt or disabled fish will take 
finny ones out of all proportion to the 
placid moving lure. That is one reason 
why the wobbling spoon is far and away 
‘one of the most killing of lures. 

Remember, it is in casting the wobbling 
spoon that you not only get your most 
pleasure, but also your largest fish. Do 
not use a wobbling spoon over three or 
four inches in length for casting. Reserve 
your large lures for trolling, especially 
when you go away down deep.

That's what you find in 
the beautiful and crystal 
clear lakes high in the 
Sierra Mountains of Cali- 
fornia. The lakes are easy 
to reach, too, for fisher- 
men traveling by automo- 


mobile. 


THERE ARE SOME. 10,000 lakes in the 
California Sierras, and most of them are 
stocked with trout. But many, far back 
in the alpine basins under the high peaks, 
can be reached only by a pack trip. In 
the lower elevations, however, skirting 
the eastern base of the range, there are 
scores of beautiful blue lakes adjacent 
to U.S. Highway 6. This magic route, after 
leaving Los Angeles and crossing the 
desert, traverses Owens Valley, then 
climbs up to 7000 feet by easy stages, 
to wind over forested ridges and through 
lush meadow lands, on its way to Reno, 
Nevada. 


In the “lower” lakes dwell lusty rain- 
bow and brown trout, with the cut-throat 
and the eastern brook trout thrown in 
for variety. The angler who knows his 
art can take them all—and up to a breath- 
taking size—if he is diligent and studies 
his water. Fed by snow water, the lakes 
are crystal clear, which indicates “fine” 
fishing to the experienced angler, espe- 
cially if he would “tangle” with the big 
ones which live deep. 


The fly addict—and the writer is one— 
can always manage a satisfying catch in 
any one of two score of easily-reached 
lakes if he is patient and waits for the 
certain breeze of mid-day to ruffle the 
glassy surface of the waters. A fairly large 
wet fly usually works best, and it should 
be fished slow and deep, to stimulate the 
nymph form of bottom-hatching insects. 
But again, on warm days when the sur- 
face insects come out, the trout go on a 
feeding spree. Then a 3X leader and a dry 
fly is the ticket for anglers who venture 
into the Sierras. 


Always, even in the tiny blue lakes at 
timberline, is the chance for the Big One. 
He is not taken often, for only the charity 
of the Red Gods will permit you to land 
him on the light terminal tackle you must 
use if you would interest him at all.

The Right Kitchen 
Means Good Eating 


By K. F. Murray 


Good food is as essential to a camping 
trip as it is at home. And that worthy 
objective is easily achieved outdoors if 
worked at intelligently. Like a carpenter 
building a house, the cook needs adequate 
tools and a convenient workshop if the 
campers are to rise from the table with 
that well-fed, satisfied look. Through the 
years I have gradually evolved a camp 
kitchen for summertime car camping that 
meets the above specification. Further- 
more, the equipment is flexible so that 
parts of it can be adapted to a canoe, hik- 
ing trip or installed in the fall deer camp. 

Six basic pieces comprise the kitchen 
as I now have it. These are a folding, two 
burner gasoline stove, a metal ice box, 
a nesting kettle kit, a wooden grub box, 
two orange crates from the corner groc- 
ery, and a tarp. With these basic pieces 
I can conveniently do most cooking jobs 
and turn out some appetizing food. But 
for further ease I add a few smaller items, 
as mentioned later. What you add to your 
“basics” will depend upon your desires 
and what sort of little gadgets your cook 
likes to have around. 


Gasoline Camp Stove | 

The gasoline camp stove has replaced 
the wood fire for cooking by most of 
those traveling by automobile. The rea- 
son for this is quickly discovered when 
you use one a few times. It is speedy, 
convenient to carry, set up and oper- 
ate, can be set on a table so that there is 
no bending over, throws off no smoke to 
wet your eyes, and will function anytime, 
anywhere come fair or foul weather. -Of 
course, like any piece of machinery, they 
respond best to reasonable care and us- 
age. The balky ones are generally those 
allowed to become dirty or worn. Stoves 
are now available in models that will 
burn leaded gasoline as well as types 
that burn unleaded fuel. 

I have not entirely discarded the wood 
fire, however, for it has an appeal and 
a fascination lacking in the prosaic lines 
and function of the stove. Daily I light 
a small one to burn papers and rubbish. 
Sometimes it is built higher to serve 
other purposes: to drive off mosquitoes, 
bake a pie or cake in the reflector oven, 
or to give off a cheery light and warmth 
to gather around in the evening. 


Campers’ Ice Chest 
The ice chest keeps perishables from 
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spoiling and makes possible the keeping 
of butter, and fresh milk. Unfortunately, 
it is dependent upon a daily supply of 
ice. Most camping grounds in State Parks 
have’an ice house to supply the campers 
but if your trip takes you far afield you 
may need to change your menu to foods 
that do not require ice to protect them. 
The small camper’s ice chest has cer- 
tain limitations. The space is small. The 
cold caused by the melting of the ice, 
is a damp cold and considerable moisture 
is apt to collect throughout the box and 
its contents. This can be relieved some- 
what if the box is equipped with a drain 
and hose to carry off the water. 
Circulation of air is necessary for max- 
imum performance of the ice and the box. 
If it is too tightly packed, as is sometimes 


cooking the chances are that they’ll do 
a better job for you. 

My kit consists of four nesting alumi- 
num kettles with lids and two frying pans 
with folding handles that pack on the 
top and bottom of the kettles. The larg- 
est kettle is about two and a half gal- 
lons in capacity and the smallest is one_ 
gallon. All have stout bails for carrying 
or lifting. Each has its own lid with a 
small folding handle in the center which 
makes it easier to lift when hot. The fry- 
ing pans are of sheet iron ten inches in 
diameter. Most of the time you need but 
one of these; but when there are fish and 
potatoes to fry, both are put to use. 

To the kettle kit I have added the 
tableware. Inside the smallest kettle goes 
a nesting cup, nesting bowl, knife, fork 
and spoon for each person, in my case six. 
On top of the kettles, under the top fry- 
ing pan, fits six aluminum plates. A web 
strap encircles the lot and keeps the kit 
in one piece. 

Three other utensils are taken along 
but these are not basic equipment. I 
could get along without them. A small 
metal percolator and an enamel dishpan 
are added as a concession to my wife who 
abhors “pot” coffee and dislikes washing 
dishes in a cooking kettle. The third 
utensil is a folding, tin reflector oven. It 
is my pet and by using it occasionally in 
front of an open fire, the family is treat- 
ed to biscuits, cake and pie. 


Editor Murray’s basic cooking equipment consists of a set of four nesting 


kettles with lids, two frying pans with folding handles, a grub box to protect 
the food, an ice chest and a gasoline stove.

done especially as you leave home with 
the most of your grub stock, proper cool- 
ing is impaired. Leave some space for the 
air to travel around at least three sides 
of each item in the box even if it means 
reducing somewhat the quantities taken. 


“Pots and Pans" 

The kettle kit is my “pots and pans.” 
True, you can take utensils from your 
home kitchen and many do, but if you 
have some that are designed for outdoor 


The Grub Box 

The grub box is a stout wooden affair 
with a hinged top, a hasp for keeping it 
closed, and handles for lifting. It meas- 
ures roughly 24” x 12” x 12”. When I am 
moving its primary purpose is as a con- 
tainer and every last nook and cranny 
is filled with supplies and equipment. 
While in camp it holds most of the grub 
supply and, if possible, sits alongside the 
stove where everything is handy. At night 
it is tied shut and left there covered with

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a scrap of canvas except when there are 
bears near. In that case it is locked in 
the trunk of the car or swung by ropes 
out on the end of a high limb. Its top 
serves at times as a cutting and rolling 
board. i 

Some campers have grub boxes made 
into all sorts of shelves, partitions, fold- 
ing fronts to provide work space, etc. If 
you can build this sort of thing, you can 
let your imagination run freely. However, 


"Kitchen Cupboards” 
those sort of boxes are much harder to 
pack and often develop waste space, 
something that gives a good packer night- 
mares. I have found the plain box with- 
out shelves or partitions to suit me best. 

The two orange crates become my 
kitchen cupboards while in camp, keeping 
orderly and conveniently near some of 
my surplus supplies and the small kitchen 
tools. Where I have park tables and 
benches to use I make a setup like the 
illustration with the crates on the end of 
the bench. A couple of small nails are 
used to toenail the crates in place and 
prevent their being pushed over. Other- 
wise they are fastened to trees or set upon 
rocks. At times I have set them on the 
ground with the stove on top. 

The crates are easy to transport, in 
fact, necessary in my case for I fill them 
with sleeping bags, life jackets, etc., be- 
fore lashing them on the cartop carrier. 

Most of the time I have no need for a 
kitchen tarp. This is true when I’m able 
to set the kitchen in the trees for shade 
and when it doesn’t rain. But the few 
times it is needed, it is more than worth 
its weight in gold. As sure as I venture 
out without it, a need develops. Now it 
always goes along. At present I am using 
a lightweight, white cloth tarp without 
sides. Around its edges are grommets and 
rope loops so that usually, by using long 
ropes, I am able to string it up to the 
trees and erect it without using poles. In 
fact, I carry no poles for it. In a place 
sparse in trees, poles would be a necessity. 

This summer I will have a new tarp to 
replace this worn one. It will be twelve 
feet square and of khaki color to reduce 
the brightness that is sometimes hard on 
the eyes when my present white one is 
put up in the sun. It will have sides made 
of nylon mosquito netting to provide pro- 
tection from these pesky little borers. The 
side wall height will be six feet and the 
bottoms will have a twelve inch sod cloth 
to keep out ground insects. There will be 
a door on each of its four sides which will 
make it easy to enter. Its size will be am- 
ple for my family of six to cook and eat 
in but will be bigger than many groups 
would need. 

With it I will have complete protection 
at all times from the weather and the 
insects. It will be a pleasant place to spend 
the evening with the gas light going and 
the coffee pot on the fire. The additional 
weight of the sides and the need to keep 
them hanging plumb will necessitate the 
use of a center pole and poles around the 
edges. 

This is my basic camp kitchen. Its 
weight and bulk are not excessive and 
with it I am able to prepare good meals 
quickly and with a minimum of fuss and 
bother. After all, what more could anyone 
want?

Good Camp Coffee 


Camp coffee often rusts a man’s insides 
or makes his hair stand up before turn- 
ing over and digging in! If this happens, 
then it hasn’t been rightly made. Here 
are two simple methods and in each case 
the proper measurement is one tablespoon 
of coffee to one cup of water. 

In the “cold water” method, put the 
proper amount of ground coffee into the 
measured cold water. Place on the fire 
and keep an eye on it. This is important 
for the minute it comes to a boil it must 
be taken off. At that point it is done and 
continued boiling will ruin the flavor. 
Settle the grounds by dashing in a cup 
of cold water or by thrusting a burning 
stick into it. 

The second method of coffee-making 
is to measure. your water and heat it to 
the boiling point. At that time add the 
coffee and continue boiling until a faint 
aroma can be detected, then remove from 
the fire. Settle the grounds as above. 

Violent and continued boiling is the 
thing that spoils the bracing, brown brew. 
If you want coffee off-and-on during the 
day keep the pot on the back of the fire 
where it will keep warm without boiling. 


Squaw Wood 


Squaw wood is any kind of wood you can 
gather for fire building without using an 
axe or a saw. The best kind of squaw 
wood is the dead branches found on up- 
right trees and the ones that can be eas- 
ily reached and torn loose. Wood on the 
ground, although it may seem to be-dry, 
will have absorbed moisture to some ex- 
tent and will be more or less hard te 
burn. -Pass it up for something off the 
ground. A simple rule to remember for 
the smaller stuff is “if it doesn’t snap, 
scrap it.” 
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The hunting season is over, but here’s a reminder that you should 
always have your rifle sighted in right before taking the field. And now’s 
a good time to think about it before another season rolls around. Elmer 
Keith’s discussion covers almost every rifle and if you follow his sugges- 
tions an accurately sighted in rifle will result.

Your Rifle Must Be 
Sighted In’ Right

nN spite of all that has been written on 
he subject, more people take the field 
ach fall with unsighted rifles than there 
re real hunters who go after game with 
erfectly sighted equipment. Confidence 
n your rifle and certain knowledge of 
‘our ability to place your shots on game, 
s half the battle in hunting. And such 
onfidence in your rifle can only be gained 
yy careful sighting in, sufficient practice 
o learn its trajectory curve and where to 
iold on the game at various ranges. 

While factory ballistic tables help in 
letermining the trajectory of your car- 
ridge, it must be remembered they give 
he trajectory from an absolute zero of 
he riffe bore, not from the line of sight. 
‘o determine the latter, you must sight 
he rifle for a definite point blank range, 
o the shot group forms right at the top 
¢ the front sight, then proceed from there 
nd shoot the gun.at both the midway 
int and out to longer ranges. In this 
vay alone can you determine accurately 
ust how many inches to hold higher for 
ach succeeding 100 yards of range over 
nd beyond your point blank zero. 
When a hunting scope sight is used, 
rour line of aim is much higher above the 
yore of the rifle than with the usual iron 
ights. This higher line compensates 
omewhat the normal trajectory of the 
ifle and gives you a slightly longer kill- 
ng range with the same zero, than with 
ron sights. All these things must be 
onsidered and are best found out by 
ctual shooting. 

Regardless of the caliber rifle employed, 
rou will save much ammunition, to say 
\othing of frayed nerves, if you start your 
hooting at close range, say 25 yards. Get 
be gun well lined up at that short range 
yefore moving back to the desired point 
lank range. Rifles intended for small 
ame shooting should be zeroed for much 
loser range than is usually employed for 
jig game rifles. With the 22 L.R., .22 
V.R.F., .25 Stevens and .25-20 and .32-20, 
range of 60 yards is usually about right. 
f the hunting is in dense timber, a shorter 
ange zero may be desirable; and if open 
ountry prairie dog shooting, a -slightly 
onger point blank may prove better. But 
0 yards is a good range to zero most 
mall game rifles. You simply cannot 


eat deal at or about the half way mark, 
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of your point blank. With small targets 
you must keep the bullets’ path and the 
line of sight very close together, to insure 
hits. 

With the .22 Hornet and .218 Bee, high 
velocity vermin cartridges, you can shoot 
targets such as crows, chucks, etc., yet 
with velocities of 2600 to over 2800 feet, 
you can extend the point blank range out 
to 125 yards and still not miss a crow at 
70 yards. If such rifles are sighted to 
strike one to one and a half inches over 
point of aim at 100 yards they are usually 
about right and you can favor the bottom 
of a crow at 75 yards and still score kill- 
ing hits. 

With very high velocity pest cartridges 
such as the Varminter, Swift, Roberts and 
the 100 grain .270, you can safely zero 
the rifles for 200 yards. Although veloc- 
ities are very high, usually short light 
bullets are employed that shed velocity

badly in a cross wind, making hits 
beyond 300 yards highly improbable on 
windy days. 

The various big game cartridges should 
be divided into three classes based on 
their muzzle velocities. In big game 
shooting in the timber, you hardly can 
tolerate a midway trajectory of more than 
3 inches and less is better. Out in open 
country where the range can be judged 
and more time often is allowed for the 
shot, you can with very high velocity 
rifles make full use of the trajectory 
curve in extending the point blank 
range—so long as you do not have more 
than a 4-inch trajectory at the midway 
point. 

Big game should always be hit in the 
bottom third of the chest to insure vital 
hits and a high shot of not over 3 to 4 
inches will still register around the cen~ 
ter of the body or on the spine. 

At times game will be jumped at close 
range and hurried, offhand running-shots 
will be the order of the day. Then the 
tendency is to shoot high anyway, so if 
you have more than the 3 to 4-inch 
midway trajectory rise above the line of 
sight you are apt to overshoot the game. 

With the older, low velocity big game 
cartridges, having a velocity of 1300 to 
1500 feet such as the .38-55-255 and the 
.45-70-405 or the old 500 grain .45-70_ 
black powder load at only~around 1200 
feet, the rifle usually should be sighted 
for just 100 yards. Many experienced 
whitetail hunters even prefer a 60-yard 
point blank sighting so they can shoot 
under limbs and place their slugs exactly.

at a very high rate per 100 yards. The 
targets these cartridges should be used 
on are small, so 200 yards is the best 
range to zero such a rifle. So zeroed you 


have only to favor the top of the chuck _ 


or crow to make killing hits out at 300 
yards and that is about as far as these 
cartridges are really effective. On still 
days, by holding over, you can hit to 
longer ranges but all such loads drift 


For average big game hunting, however, 
it is ‘usually safe enough with a 100-yard 
zero of such rifles. Then shoot at 150 and 
200 yards to determine how much to 
hold up on an animal for the longer 
ranges. Such loads usually carry up a 
trifle better than the .22 L.R. high speed 
because of their big calibers and heavy 
slugs. And when sighted for 100 yards, 
you can usually hold a little higher on

150 yards. 

Next are cartridges developing from 
1800 to 2200 feet velocity, such as the 
35 Remington, .33 W.C.F., .35 W.C.F., .405 
W.C.F., .30-30 and .32 Spl. as well as the 
303 Savage and British with 215 grain 
.30-40-220 grain and the .45-70-405 when 
loaded with around 54 grains of 3031 in 
nickel steel barrel ’86 Winchesters. These 
cartridges can be sighted for a point 
blank range of 150 yards for average 
hunting or timber shooting. If the shoot- 
ing is in open country, rather than tim- 
ber and on big animals such as elk or 
moose, a 200-yard point blank range 
would not be amiss. However, if sud- 
denly you jump a coyote or bobcat and 


wanted him you would be apt to over-— 


shoot if at around 100 yards. So the 
safest range to sight such rifles is 150 
yards so the slug prints right at the top 
of the front sight. 

With rifle loads developing from about 
2400 feet to 2700 feet such as the .300 
Savage, 30-40 and .303 British with 174 
to 180 grain, .30-06 with 220 down to 180 
or even 150 grain, and the various cus- 
tom loads such as the .35 Whelen 250 
grain, 333 O.K.H. with both 300 grain 
and the 250 grain bullets. You should 
zero a rifle at 200 yards. Midway trajec- 
tories will then run from about 214 inches 
to slightly under 4 inches for all loads. 
You will be sure of a-killing hit with 
a good hold out to 225 yards at least and 
a bit further with some of these loads. 
And a top-of-back-hold will put most 
of them in the vitals at 300 yards on 
big game. Remember cartridges such as 
the 180 grain .30-06, when sighted for 
200 yards, will drop about 9 inches on 
out at 300 yards, so it’s easy to hold about 
9 inches high for a 300-yard shot and you 
still won’t miss a quick 100-yard shot at a 
jumped and running animal. 

Next consider very high velocity rifles 
throwing moderately heavy bullets at 
velocities from 2800 feet to over 3000 feet. 
Such cartridges are intended primarily 
for long range shooting in mountains or 
plains hunting and where the ranges 
are to be long, certainly from 250 to 500 
yards. When a rifle is to be zeroed for 
such shooting you should stretch out the 
point blank as far as possible as such 
cartridges are neither desirable nor nec- 
essary in timber shooting. Such loads are 
well illustrated by the .270 Winchester, 
300 Magnum, .276 Dubiel, .280 Dubiel, 
.276 Carlson, .285 O.K.H. and .334 O.K.H. 
When scope sights are used I prefer to 
sight these rifles for a point blank of 
300 yards. The midway trajectory will be 


around 4 inches or less with good bulle 
For many years I hunted coyotes wi 
the .300 Hoffman Magnum and later the 
300 H & H Magnum, .30 Newton anc 
.280 Dubiel and .285 O.K.H. With all these 
calibers I sighted the rifles for 300 yards 
and held on the belly line of a coyote 
at 150 to 200 yards and center at 30( 
yards: and on a level with the top of the 
back at 400 yards. It worked out per- 
fectly and greatly increased the point 
blank killing range. At 500 yards I ran 
the cross wires over the top of the shoul- 
ders nearly the height of the animal anc 
often dropped a slug into him. On large; 
big game animals you can hold jus’ 
under center up to 300 yards and slightly 
above center to 400 yards and just over 
the top of the back at 500 yards and make 
good hits from a prone position with 
sling. 

Last are the heavy calibers used as life 
savers at close range on the heaviest 
game, either our big grizzly and Alaskan 
brownies or the lion and heavy animals 
of Africa. Big game is never dangerous 
until it closes to close quarters, then you 
should know exactly where the darn gun 
shoots at, say, 25 yards as well as at 5C 
and 100 yards. The British system of using 
a wide angle V back sight with-platinum 
center line and a standard sighted in 
for 100 yards is hard to beat. A little 
shooting at 25 to 50 yards will determine 
the exact hold and when sighted deacq 
center at 100 yards, you can soon learr;

A little practice with the bx 
rifles at all ranges, from 25 or 50 yards # 
300 yards, will enable any hunter to ham 
dle them with confidence on any game fo! 
which they are needed. Most really bi 
game is shot at ranges of feet rathe 
than yards in the jungle. Out in 
open where buffalo and rhino are tak 
often longer ranges may, at times, i 
necessary, so it’s imperative that ya 
practice with the big gun over any rang 
you are likely to need it. But be sure yo 
know where it shoots at close range fire 
as that is mandatory. The big rifles aw 
heavy but usually so perfectly balance 
that they hold very steadily and the 
recoil is not nearly so severe as mar 
novices would have us bélieve. Certain: 
recoil is nothing for any average pers« 
to be afraid of, even in .577 or .600 bor: 
When shooting at big or great game th 
recoil will never be noticed. | 

In sighting the rifle for game shootin 
the common paper target is a fine thi 
to register on and to get the rifle 
fectly lined up for determining the e& 
amount it prints above or below the pod 
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af aim at various ranges and determining 
the size of its normal group. Yet, remem- 
ber, when you turn to game shooting, 
there will be no white target or black 
bull’s-eye imposed on the game. So it 
is well, once the rifle is correctly zeroed 
on the paper target, to turn it on inani- 
mate targets such as dun-colored rocks, 
stumps, knots on logs or similar targets 
at usual game ranges. Such a course of 
fire out in the woods or hills and over 
unknown but estimated ranges, at the 
various neutral colored targets as they 
present themselves, will soon make a 
deadly rifleman out of any student of the 
game. Such targets should be picked out 
and the range estimated and the shot 
taken, then the distance paced carefully 
and the hit noted. Between times it’s 
well, also, to get in all the off-hand prac- 
tice at close range on small targets with 
the .22 caliber to keep your hand in. In 
the timber most shots will be off-hand 
and often will have to be taken at a 
moment’s notice; while in plain or moun- 
fain hunting, the long shots usually afford 
plenty of time to assume either a sitting 
or prone position, where the hold is 
steady. But practice off-hand as much as 
possible, even dry firing if no other is 
possible. 

In adjusting your sights, remember to 
move any iron rear sight, either open or 
aperture, the way you wish your bullet 
(oO go—up, down, right or left. If the rear 
sight is not movable or adjustable, then 
you can raise your point of impact. by 
cutting down the height of the front 
sight or fitting a lower front sight. If the 
point of impact is to be lowered, a higher 
front sight will do the trick. Move the 
front sight laterally exactly the opposite 
way from that which you wish in point 
of impact. For instance, if the rifle shoots 
to the left, drive the front sight to the 
left to correct point of impact and point 
of aim. 

With telescopic sights, you can raise 
the elevation by lowering the cross wires 
or post in the scope tube, and to lower 
your point of impact on the target, raise 
your scope reticule in the scope tube. 

Once the correct point blank zero is 
found, the sights should be locked in 
hat position if possible. 

‘Usually it’s far better to hold higher 
for longer shots than to attempt sight 
adjustments in the face of big game. But 
f you do want to change your sights in 
the field, the only ones that should be 
used are sights that are plainly marked in 
(00-yard graduations such as the English 
mxpress leaf sights or the standard on 
fhe old Sharps and early Winchesters. 

You should always strive to get as 
slose as possible to game where the rifle 
las more actual killing energy and be 
sertain of placing a shot in the vitals. 
Never aim at any animal as a whole; pick 
gut the vital area regardless of how. the 
seast may be turned and shoot to drive 
your slug through that area.

washed for three inches. If much rapid 
fire was indulged in, even less ammuni- 
tion would take the bullet seat out. I have 
seen many national match rifles at Perry 
that were badly eroded in the throat 
after 400 rounds of Hi-Vel powder loads. 

One new Winchester .220 Swift I tested 
and fired 700 rounds through was getting 
well washed the first three inches of the 
bore and that barrel seemed an ex- 
ceptionally tough one at that. Hank Ben- 
son went through a .220 Swift Sukalle 
barrel of almost 1%4” diameter with 
around 1000 rounds. 

One Sukalle .25 barrel I had O’Neil 
chamber to .250 Magnum washed com- 
pletely out in the throat in just 200 
rounds. A couple hard barrel .285 O.K.H. 
went from 1000 to 1500 rounds of Chrome- 
Moly steel. Even harder steels now in use 
should give longer barrel life. I have seen 
match .22 L.R. barrels with 50,000 rounds 
through them and they apparently are as 
good as ever. Also, one old .45-100-550 
Sharps I have has had a good many thou- 
sand of the heavy slugs through it. Hank 
Waters used it through the hide hunting 
days and I have used it a great deal in 
turkey matches and for group shooting, 
yet those old paper patched bullets seem 
to have only polished the beautiful bore 
with little or no wear. E.K. 


Z. B. Hornet Mount 


I have now tested the bridge type mount 
as furnished by Continental Arms Corp., 
for the fine little short mauser Czech 
Hornet rifle. The mount, as issued, placed 
the scope too far to the rear for my 
usual shooting positions, so I had Jack 
Ashurst make a small piece of steel to 
fit the base at the front end of the mount 
and also fit the clamp ring out some two 
inches farther forward on this steel ex- 
tension. This permitted mounting the K-4 
Weaver with ocular lens only about one 
inch to the rear of the rear end of striker 
and makes a much better job of this 
mount. It has proved a good reliable 
mount but should be made more sturdy in 
the bridge between the two clamp arms 
and the front arm should be at least two 
inches farther forward for most shooters.

~ FLORIDA DEER HUNTERS FIND 
UNCLE SAM A FINE HOST 


By Charles H. Anderson 


It’s LIKE CIRCUS DAY in a small town! And you'll find every 
profession from bankers to farmers represented, with the 
age range almost as great. 

That’s the way Chief Ranger Jack Thurmond describes 
Opening day of the annual 30-day Ocala National Forest 
deer hunt, one of Florida’s outstanding contributions to 
national deer hunting picture. 

Each year, during November and December for the 30 
days, the United States Forest Service flings open the 
gates of the department’s 442,000 acres of sprawling sand 
pine and scrub oak—and hunters from every state of the 
eastern seaboard usually are-on hand for a try after one 
of estimated 4500 deer on the federal preserve. 

Shooting last season was from November 22 through 
December 22. And during the first six days of the season, 
hunting was permitted every day. After that, hunting days 
followed the Florida game code, with the forest area closed 
on Mondays, Tuesdays and Fridays. 


Annually there are some 4500 hunters who hunt in the 
national preserve. The deer kill normally runs about the 
same each year. Thurmond says that the ratio of about 
one deer to every 10 hunters rarely varies from year to 
year. 

Opening day of the annual hunting event always is 
Thurmond’s biggest headache. Thurmond is the hunt man- 
ager or supervisor. Opening-day crowds usually number 
about 2500, with every hunter armed with a cocked 
weapon and eager to bag a whitetail. 

One year a 78-year-old hunter bagged a deer opening 
day. He was the oldest hunter who registered. And the 
same year the youngest person in the area was the nine- 
month-old daughter of the Orlando (Fla.) police chief. 
A search of the records failed to disclose just what the 
young lady shot. 

Every type of transportation is used. Two lakes and a

river in the forest provide excellent seaplane facilities 
that are used many times during the season. And gaining 
in popularity is the hunting car—usually a converted jeep 
with jump seats mounted on top of a mobile dog kennel 
that provide an elevated shooting spot so the hunter can 
be above the usual eye obstructions and get a better shot 
at a fleeing deer. Many hunters each year, too, are found 
on old faithful—the saddle horse. Of course, some hunt 
on foot. 

There are other sights equally impressive. One year 
some hunters, afraid of not finding suitable living accom- 
modations for the opening, came in a modern version of 
the old covered wagon—a huge moving van that had beer 
rebuilt with bunks, easy chairs and other furniture. You 
see modern trailers, too. 

Despite the heavy influx of hunters for this special deer 
hunting treat, violations are held at a minimum. The 
Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission, co- 
sponsors of the hunt, assign a special squad of wildlife 
officers to patrol the forest and check on all hunters 
throughout the shoot. 

The hunters pay $5 for a permit to hunt. This allows 
each gunner to kill one buck deer with a spike of at leasé 
five inches. When hunters leave the area, their kills are 
tagged and checked, and permits surrendered. Other game 
that’s legal in Florida during this special gunning seasor1 
also can be shot in the forest area. | 

Actually the hunt is an extremely orderly and well 
controlled affair, and the hunters evidently like it thay 
way. Since its inauguration 10 years ago, participants 
have increased from less than a hundred to almost 5000f 
Actually, Forest Service officials are afraid that it haa 
grown too big. Some restrictions may have to be invokec 
for future hunts. But until it is limited, sportsmen agree! 
that it will continue as Florida’s biggest hunting showy 
for the wily and hard to outwit whitetail deer.

WHEN I KILLED the first of the fifteen 
crows which brought me ‘the national 
crow shooting title at Grand Rapids, 
Ohio, last June, it brought my total to 
twenty-seven states and three Canadian 
provinces in which I’ve shot these birds. 
ve hunted them all year ’round since I 
was knee-high to a Dakota grasshopper. 
Studying the trends of this rapidly grow- 
ing sport it wouldn’t greatly surprise me 
if, in the next decade, sportsmen would 
travel to distant parts for crow shooting 
just as they now travel for quail shooting 
or big game hunting. 

Where would you go to look for the 
best crow shooting? That’s easy! Just go 
to the nation’s breadbasket, the rich and 
fertile Corn Belt, and you'll find them 
by the hundreds of thousands, enjoying 
‘the food and shelter this area offers them. 

Offhand I’d guess that most of the 
nation’s really big roosts are found in the 
eight Corn Belt states of Iowa, Nebraska, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Missouri and Kansas, and two 
others—Oklahoma and Texas. Well estab- 
lished roosts in these states range from 
10,000 to 100,000 crows, with a few choice 
spots crowding the unbelievable total of 
a half-million crows in winter residence. 

If these figures make your eyebrows 
lift, maybe you’d better not pay a visit 
to one of the really big roosts. The sight 
of miles of crow flyways, alive with 
veritable rivers of incoming birds, has 
produced some weird effects on hunters 
hardened by years of game bird shooting. 
One, with over a quarter-century of 
hunting experience, his mantel graced 
by several trapshooting trophies, got into 


such a dither of excitement that he fired 
seventeen shots before he hit his first 
crow. 

You will find the largest roosts in 
areas where food and sheltering foliage 
abound. The birds won’t fly too far in 
search of grub, and if temporary con- 
ditions seal up their food supply they 
don’t hesitate to move somewhere else. 
Heavy snows or sleet over their feeding 
range will also drive them out, at least 
until milder weather uncovers their food 
again. 

I’ve seen that illustrated many times, 
especially in the wake of heavy snows. 
Generally, with the inherent wisdom of 
generations, they fly out on the opening 
blasts of such a blizzard. But such a 
migration is usually a very temporary 
one, lasting only long enough for the 
freshly-fallen snow to vanish and again 
expose food. Since a south wind accom- 
panies such a change in weather, the 
crows get a “free ride” back to their 
deserted roost. Call it instinct, intelli- 
gence, or plain common sense, the crows 
have that wisdom, and use it. They are 
seldom caught in a storm unless it is a 
brief one. Of course these temporary 
migrations from a favored roost occur 
only in the northernmost part of the 
winter range; seldom does the weather 
in the southern roosting area become 
severe enough to drive them out. 

If it were not for the abundant food 
offered by-the Corn Belt states ’ve no 
doubt most of the nation’s crow popula- 
tion would winter in the deep South, 
where mild weather would be the rule. 
However, even the southern roosts are 


always located near fine feeding areas.. 

In Oklahoma, for instance, the pecan! 
growers suffer considerable loss from? 
crows. The birds smash through the thin: 
shells easily and gobble up the rich nutii 
meats. In Texas some huge roosts are: 
found in the peanut-growing areas. In’ 
both cases the birds are simply taking: 
further advantage of the fruits of human: 
industry. 

Locating a big crow roost is never much" 
of a problem. Studying the accompanying: 
map should put you within a dozen miles 
of the roost area. From that point a few 
questions of local sportsmen or land 
owners will lead you the rest of the 
way. 

There’s an even easier way. Watch for 
moving birds in midafternoon and follows 
them. They'll lead you right to thei 
roost. It may be too late for you to do 
much shooting that day, but that’s all to 
the good. Get into the area no later thart 
noon of the following day and build youu 
blind upwind of the roost, in the middle 
of one of the busiest flyways leading; 
into it. = 

Pack in your lunch, your ammunition: 
your cameras, hide your car a couple 
hundred yards away, and you’re open fo» 
business. Depending on the weather, the 
roost-bound crows should begin showing 
up about midafternoon. String up tha 
first half-dozen victims as decoys to tha 
side and rear of your blind, and settld 
down to a steady stream of customers: 
You'll soon have such a rush of busines 
that you spill shells all over the floor o} 
your blind in your eagerness to keep yo

Such concentrations as exist in the 
Corn Belt point another lesson to the 
crow hunter. The birds would not gather 
in such tremendous numbers if they were 
constantly bothered by gunners. If so 
disturbed, they are likely to break up 
into smaller bands and scatter into suita- 
ble cover miles away from the original 
roost. 

So the very presence of big roosts 
indicates that the crows haven’t been 
disturbed very much. This, in turn, shows 
that if the roost is carefully handled 
it will yield good shooting over a long 
period of time. A large roost may provide 
a solid week of successive afternoon 
shoots—or if you shoot it only once or 
twice a week, it will produce a royal 
sport throughout all of the autumn, 
winter and spring stay of the birds. 

My recent experience in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania crow hunting is a case in 
point. Locating a roost one afternoon was 
no guarantee the birds would be back 
there the following afternoon. They might 
move to any one of a dozen different 
spots within a 20-mile radius of the cover 
in which they spent the previous night. 
And even if they returned to their roost 
of the previous night, where you were 
hopefully waiting, shooting at the first 
few birds was generally sufficient to 
turn the main flight away. 

You don’t have to worry about that in 
the Corn Belt states. Crow hunters are 
few and far between there, and large 
roosts are disturbed so seldom that the 
birds will keep pouring into them in 
spite of barrages which burn up a case of 
shells in a single afternoon of shooting. 
But of course you must use a little 
judgment in placing your blind. Build a 
heavy one, and place it in thick cover, 
because if the birds can’t see you they'll 
keep coming in spite of heavy shooting. 

Finally, don’t join the boys in a night 
crow shoot in such a roost. The usual 
procedure is to sneak into a crow roost 
after dark, empty pump guns or auto-

matics where the birds roost thickes 
kill a few and cripple a lot, and the 
repeat as often as the birds settle dow 
again.

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DOVES WITH JET PROPULSION 


‘Below the border in Mexico you find three species of doves... and 


gunning for these fast-flying, tricky birds is a sport second to none 


ANY HUNTER who has ever tried to 
shoot doves knows that most any species 
on the legal game list is anything but a 
soft target. The greenwing or bluewing 
teal often has been described as the top 
speed king of waterfowl, and I know from 
experience that either of these birds is 
tough to keep up with when you’re 
swinging a gun. But there are some 
species of doves that I swear have been 
using jet propulsion for many years. For 
example, the boys in Texas will tell you 
about jet-propelled whitewings, one of 
the All-America “greats” in wing targets. 

Mexico offers several kinds of dove 
shooting, although during the winter 
months the mechanics of hunting is much 
the same for all three species—you find a 
water hole and do your shooting late in

the afternoon, or you locate a roost and 
take ’em as they come in. 

In certain areas of northern Mexico, 
particularly in the arid state of Tamau- 
lipas,“ I found the mourning dove, so 
familiar to many American hunters, quite 
numerous.

Yes, those Mexican “bluerocks” stand No. 
1 on my hit parade, Senor!

Be Sure You Buy 
The Right Boat 


By Clinton R. Hull 


Probably the toughest job for the pros- 
pective boat and motor buyer today is 
that of deciding which of the many ex- 
cellent ones on the market is the best for 
him. Yet, if he will tackle the problem 
from the angle of his requirements, he 
need never reach the point of extracting 
his beard, one whisker at a time, or con- 
versing with himself’ in profane lan- 
guages. 

In this column I have often mentioned 
the most important things to consider 
when selecting either boat or motor, but 
since I constantly receive letters from 
readers who are having trouble in decid- 
ing perhaps I have failed to make these 
points sufficiently clear. 

In this article I shall attempt to do so. 
However, I shall not attempt to tell any- 
one what make of product he should buy. 
All of us are entitled to our own likes 
and dislikes and my favorites may not be 
yours at all. Certainly it would be un- 
fair to manufacturers of other products 
equally good. 

And the fact that there are so many 
boat and motor designs and sizes indi- 
eates clearly that there must be reasons 
for them. They are built because they fill 
a certain definite need and because the 
fellows recognize that need and purchase 
them because of it. 

Since several of these requirements are 
of almost equal importance, suppose we 
first consider the suitability of the outfit 
to the waters upon which it is to be 
operated. 

For shallow, quiet, protected lakes and 
streams, big, deep-water boats are un- 
necessary and often unsuitable. Deep 
draft hulls will surely find trouble in the 
shallows and ripples and high-floating 
craft with plenty of bottom area as com- 
pared to length and load are the need. 
Flat bottomed skiffs, rowboats, light run- 
abouts with fairly shallow Vees forward, 
canoes, kayaks, pneumatics and such 
light craft are excellent. In such waters 
the smaller or medium sized motors are 
more practical because of their ability to 
throttle down to a crawl and to avoid 
damage from sand bars and other ob- 
structions. And where high speed is im- 
possible there is little need for the larger 
motors. 

When, in addition to the shallow water, 
the area is heavily infested with tules 
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and water growths, the weedless features 
of the smaller motors are important. 
When the boat is to be used to penetrate 
such growths in hunting and fishing, the 
narrower, more maneuverable canoes and 
kayaks are definitely superior to the 
wider, and heavier types, though they 
will have somewhat less carrying ca- 
pacity. 

For portaging around rapids, or for 
transporting by hand any considerable 
distance the canoe, kayak, pneumatic raft 
and lightweight, collapsible, folding and 
nesting boats which can be made into 
packs are the answer. In this list are the 
boats of magnesium, aluminum, plywood, 
plastic, rubberized canvas and canvas 
materials. Surprisingly enough the rub- 
berized canvas and pneumatic boats are 
widely used in shooting dangerous rapids. 
They resist damage from impact that 
would crush less flexible craft and in the 
Middle Fork of the Salmon River in 
Idaho a pneumatic boat is the only one 
used in making this highly dangerous run 
from Sun Valley downriver. 

Where rough gravel beaches, under- 
the-surface stumps, snags, logs and rocks 
are numerous the boat should be of 
tough, hard-to-puncture and easily re- 
paired abrasion resistant materials such 


as the metals and plastics. When the 


} 


obstructions are not too sharp the heavy 


duty models of the canvas and pneu- 
matics give good service if care is ob- 
served in landing on the beaches and ply- 
wood and planked hulls may be ok if 
well protected by scuff rails and heavy 
keels. 

Here, too, the smaller motors, equipped 
with propeller clutches or shock absorb- 
ers, are the most practical power. And 
for the pack train or portage country the 
small motors are a must. Not only from 
the standpoint of weight and power, but 
because of their more economical fuel 
consumption. 

Deep, but protected, water may accom- 
modate almost any kind of boat and mo- 
tor, though here again rough water de- 
signs are unnecessary and a matter of 
preference, boat sizes being governed by 
the loads to be carried and motor sizes 
by the speeds desired. Actually, few 
large areas of water are really protected 
from occasional wind storms and this fact 
should be remembered when buying your 
outfit. When in doubt it’s far better to 
err on the side of safety. Another item 
to remember is that small resort lakes in 
heavily populated localities where there 
are many cottages and swimmers are poor 
places upon which to launch big, high 
speed runabouts. Other residents are 


nearly certain to outlaw them in short , 


order. For such places the smaller, slow- 
er craft are much more practical from 
both the fishing and social standpoint. 
Large rivers and lakes all have their 
bad days and the sportsman must either 


purchase a boat large enough and sea- _ 


worthy enough to “take it” in most any 
kind of weather or cut and run for the 
nearest shore or shelter when the storm 
clouds begin to gather.

Desert areas with their very 
lry atmosphere and extremes of heat and 
old are rough on theswoods. Planking 
specially takes a beating. Even when 
float at all times the lack of moisture in 
he air permits the above-water sections 


In duck hunting you need a sturdy 
eraft that offers freedom, comfort 


o dry out, warp and crack. Seams open 
ind finishes peel unless given constant 
ttention and shelter. Plywood, too, is 
iffected with raised grain and checked 
surfaces unless thoroughly bonded with 
aint, varnish or plastic, or covered with 
‘iberglas and a plastic finish coat—an 
ncreasingly popular treatment. Varnish 
leteriorates very rapidly when left ex- 
yosed to water and sun and boats to be 
eft afloat will fare better if protected by 
1 good marine paint. 

In these dry climates the metals and 
jlastics are the most practical though 
heir wooden parts require considerable 
are. But because they are not in them- 
elves buoyant, make certain when buy- 
ng them that they are amply equipped 
with flotation chamber or Styrofoam 
loats. 

Excessively moist climates are also 
iard on paints, varnishes and the wood 
tself if left unprotected and the canvas 
‘covered boats may soon rot unless dried 
horoughly after use. Here too the metals 
ind plastics stand up well, being less af- 
ected by the elements. 

Third on the list is the load to be car- 
fied. Most manufacturers now publish 
oad safety recommendations for their 
oats. These should not be ignored.

powering. The first makes the craft 

in rising to oncoming waves, unstable, 
hard to steer and lessens the freeboard 
until it is easily swamped. The second 
makes non-planing hulls squat badly, 
lowering the transom and rear gunwales 
in the water and throwing the bow too 
high for either speed or comfort. It is 
very apt to capsize the craft on a turn, 
either by flipping it around too rapidly or 
by causing the chine to dig in and scoop 
the rail under water. The third, under- 
powering, becomes dangerous only when 
wind or current conditions are such that 
the motor is unable to afford control of 
the boat. 

However, for fishing boats, motors over 
12 hp can seldom be used for trolling 
except in the ocean where tuna, albacore, 
yellowtail and skip-jack will strike at 
speeds of 12 miles or more and barracuda, 
bass, mackerel and bonito at two to six 
miles an hour. 

For prolonged fresh water trolling even 
the 10’s and 12’s are a bit large unless 
on heavy boats and the 7% and smaller 
motors are usually preferred. The 5’s 
and 714’s are probably more popular be- 
cause they will not only troll but give a 
good turn of speed to and from the fishing 
and hunting grounds and buck consider- 
able wind and current. 

When either hunting or trolling are 
incidental and seasonal and the boat is 
used mostly for family cruising, aqua- 
planing, etc., it may be necessary to pur- 
chase a large motor capable of planing 
the boat and a second, small one for 
trolling. 

But where there is to be but one motor 
it must either be small enough to troll or 
be shut off entirely while papa swings 
the oars or still fishes. Since hunting is 
not done under power, motor sizes for 
this purpose are not critical. 

For flat bottomed rowboats of 16 feet 
or less motors of more than 10 horse- 
power are seldom used and the vast ma- 
jority are powered by engines smaller 
than 742 hp. Round bottom craft which 
are incapable of planing come under the 
same power rating, while big sea skiffs 
with straight lines aft which enable them 
to plane may have motors of 16 or more 
hp.

CANOEING IS a wonderful sport in itself. 
And there are times and places when the 
eanoe, by far, is the best craft for fishing. 
When long portages are necessary as in much 
of the wilderness north country, a canoe is 
the only suitable craft for water travel. Often 
the fishing of small streams requires a canoe. 

W. Van B. Claussen, assistant director of 
the Red Cross water safety service and the 
coach of America’s Olympic canoe team, be- 
lieves the vast majority of people who go 
canoeing annually are novices. Moreover, 
there are thousands of persons unreasonably 
suspicious and afraid of canoe travel. This 
group will not use a canoe despite the fact 
that only a little training is required in 
proper handling of a canoe. 

The canoe, says Claussen, is not a danger- 
ous craft as many are led to believe. He 
contends that a well-designed canoe is as 
safe as anyone could ask for—provided the 
eanoeist has the small amount of training 
essential in gaining the skill and knowledge 
required. The following pictures partially 
will help you learn these requirements.

Steering controls on whichever side 
of the boat the wheel is mounted run 
straight to the motor steering arm, oppo- 
site side lines pass athwart ship beneath 
the seat on pulleys so placed as to prevent 
chaffing. C.H. 


Thrust Bearings 


Most inboard type marine engines are 
factory equipped with reverse gear and 
built-in thrust bearings but converted 
auto engines must be protected, either by 
installing the bearings or by a separate 
reverse gear with built-in thrusts. 

Usually these can be purchased ready 
to install but if they are not available 
any machinist can make an excellent set 
by sweating and keying a collar on the 
propeller shaft near the engine where the 
thrust will be against the engine timbers 
or a rib reenforced by them. 

A pillow block or flange bolted to these 
timbers or ribs acts as the other half of 
the bearing. Both surfaces must be per- 
fectly smooth and hardened so a ball or 
roller retainer will ride beween them to 
complete the bearing. A second flange and 
retainer on the rear side of the collar 
takes the reverse thrust. 

Hardened washers will do the evork 
satisfactorily if backed by the collar and 
flanges and can be changed when they 
become pitted or worn. The bearings 
should be so constructed that they may be 
removed for repairs or replacement. C.H. 


Strengthen Keel 


Sometimes the keel and engine timbers 
are too light and give enough when trav- 
eling at a fast clip to throw the shaft and 
motor so out of alignment that there is a 
great deal of drag on the parts and caus- 
ing considerable loss in power and speed. 

When this is the case the boat should 
be removed from the water, cradled prop- 
erly and the keel and engine timbers 
strengthened to prevent excessive work- 
ing when under way. Cu: 


Steel Chips 


Steel chips and abrasives from valve 
grinding and seating must be thoroughly 
cleaned from intake ports and intake 
manifold as well as the cylinders or they 
will be drawn into the motor again and 
are nearly sure to score the cylinders and 
ruin the motor. .

fold through the ateke nares 
remove the carburetor and sblow — 
particles out from this end. The ane 
condition can exist when reboring a 
motor. The intake and exhaust ports are 
filled with the iron dust and some of it 
sifts down into the intake manifold. 
Unless it is completely cleaned out before 
the motor is started it is instantly drawn 
back into the engine and severe damage 
is certain. C.H. 


Generator Care 


Generator bearings should be oiled every 
fifteen hours of operation. But don’t 
overdo it. Half a dozen drops in each cup 
is enough. Never squirt it in. Some oil 
cans will deliver a teaspoonful or more 
when a strong pressure is applied and 
this excess amount flows along the shaft 
to saturate brushes, windings, commutator 
and insulated leads, causing short circuits, 
grounds and playing havoc generally. 

Generator commutators should be in- 
spected every thirty hours. If they ap- 
pear polished and about the color of 
blued steel it’s ok and should be let alone. 
If it is rough clean it with a piece of 00 
sandpaper (never emery) by moving the 
paper back and forth across it with a 
steady pressure while the motor is run- 
ning. Don’t hold it in contact too long 
at a time as the friction generates con- 
siderable heat. 

Should the commutator be oily and 
dirty it can usually be cleaned with a 
cloth moistened with kerosene or carbon 
tetrachloride. If it is really greasy from 
excessive oiling so that the commutator 
brushes and windings are soaked with it, 
it should be removed and thoroughly 
cleaned or it may short and burn out. 

Be sure the brushes are not worn out 
but do not squeeze the holders up tightly 
on them. They are meant to ride rather 
loosely. 


Should a burned or unusually dark ~ 


area appear on several of the segments of 
the commutator it means a low spot has 
developed there, probably from a poor 
contact to one or more of the windings. 
The armature should be removed and 
refinished on a lathe and the loose wires 
resoldered. 

Sanding may help for a few hours in 
case of an emergency but any long delay 
will probably cause worse damage. When 
brushes have worn a deep groove in the 
commutator it should be refinished before 
new brushes are installed. CH 


Propeller Vibration 


If your new propeller causes excessive 
vibration have it checked for balance and 
accuracy of the shaft hole. If it is bored 
off-center it will not tack straight and 
the blades. will react to the varying 
weights of the water and cause it to vi- 
brate. Such a vibration from an off-center 
hole will sometimes loosen fastenings and 
stuffing boxes, cause excessive wear on 
shaft bearings and may even crystallize 
and snap the propeller shaft or skeg.

Another fact often overlooked is that 
considerable time elapsed between man 
ufacture and actual use and that rubber- 
ized and treated fabrics and preservatives 
may deteriorate from oxidation or “rot 
ting” when left in one position for long 
periods of time. 
Many of the new models are shaped 
like regular boats, have two or mo eo. 
separate air compartments for safety, 
built-in rowlocks and a transom for out- 
board motors. They are specially de- 
signed for easy transportation in the 
trunk of a car, plane, or by hand and 
that they require more care and better 
treatment than wood or metal. They are 
not intended to replace the family run- 
about at the seashore cottage and should 
not be purchased for such a purpose. C.H.

There are several methods of controlling a hunting dog afield, but prob- 
ably none of the systems is more effective than using a whistle. Below 
Charles Goodall offers hints on breaking a dog to whistle commands. 
And don’t miss Carter Anthony’s interesting column on how to protect 
your dog from poison.

Blow That Whistle, 
Mr. Dog Owner 


By Charles Goodall 


The sportsman who shoots over a hunt- 
ing dog of most any breed on most any 
type of game can simplify the important 
job of control and direction by use of a 
mechanical whistle. But, of course, before 
the hunter can use a whistle effectively 
the dog must be taught to respond to it. 
This discussion will consider ways and 
means of accomplishing this important 
part of training a hunting dog. 

There are a number of sound reasons 
why a whistle will help you control and 
direct your dog in the field. First place, 
its been established by animal psycholo- 
gists that a dog’s ear can detect sound 
waves of a much higher frequency or 
pitch then that of a human being. There- 
fore, a whistle of reasonable high pitch 
can be heard by a dog at a greater dis- 
tance than the human voice. 

So if your pointing dog has made a wide 
cast and is several hundred yards away, 
and up wind to boot, the easiest way to 
attract his attention is by blowing a 
whistle. If your retriever or spaniel has 
crossed a river or lake in search of a 
crippled duck or pheasant that slanted 
down several hundred yards away it’s 
much easier to control and direct him if 
he has been taught to work to a whistle. 
Attendance at a field trial for spaniels or 
retrievers or even pointing dogs will 
relieve your mind of any doubt on this 
score if you observe the handling tech- 
nique of the top professionals who make 
it their business to train and handle dogs 
successfully. 

Of equal importance with the matter 
of control is the fact that a whistle in 
the field will NOT disturb and alarm 
game as much as will the human voice. 
No less an authority than Martin Hogan 
of Barrington, Ill., dean of professional 
trainers on two continents, is the source 
for the above statement. Considerable 
personal experience with several breeds 
of sporting dogs has provided ample evi- 
dence of the truth of this statement. If 
you will give it a fair trial we believe 
you will be thoroughly convinced by the 
increased control over your dog and the 
additional game found and flushed within 
gun range. 

Considerable research has indicated 
that the small “Acme Thunderer” whistle 
is entirely suitable for working dogs. This 
whistle has several advantages over other 
types. It’s of reasonably high pitch, made 
of plastic and easily obtainable at most 
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sporting goods stores for 50 cents or less. 
When securely fastened around the neck 
with a leather thong, it’s all you will 
need. You can, of course, use the so called 
“silent whistle” or Dalton Whistle named 
after the famous psychologists who did 
so much research in the field of sound 
with both animals and humans. This ad- 
justable devise can be tuned to a pitch 
not audible to the human ear. It has been 
repeatedly proved that a dog can hear it 
at a great distance but it is all metal 
which can be very unsuitable on a cold 
day. Also it is small and rather clumsy 
to handle and blow. Most professional 
and near professional dog people use the 
Acme Thunderer or one of similar type 
and find it entirely suitable.

It’s comparatively easy to teach these 
three commands to a dog of average in- 
telligence. If he is not capable of learn- 
ing them, he probably would not make a 
very good gun dog anyway. 

If you are starting a puppy, it’s a 
simple matter to teach him to sit to one 


. sharp blast of the whistle when you teach 


him to sit to voice commands in the early 
yard work. Merely alternate the voice and 
whistle commands until he knows they 
mean the same thing and is responding 
to both. If you are to train an older dog 
to sit to one blast, it can be easily done 


by attaching a leash to his collar and '

In teaching the dog the meaning of the 
whistle the first step is to decide on three 
or four simple commands that you wish 
him to learn. Many trainers of spaniels 
and other retrievers use one short, sharp, 
blast to stop the dog, two short blasts to 
attract attention for a hand signal or 
change in direction and several short 
chirpping sounds to call the dog in to 
heel. If your dog knows these three simple 
commands you can handle and control 
him in the field at all times. These three 
signals are used primarily for spaniels 


walking him around the yard or base- 
ment. At frequent intervals of several 
minutes blow the whistle and force him 
to sit or stand as you desire. It will speed 
up the process to proceed the whistle 
blast by the voice command that he 
already knows. Enough pressure on his 
rump with your hand immediately fol- 
lowing the whistle and voice command 
will help if he is reluctant to respond. A 
few lessons will condition his reflexes to 
such an extent that he will obey im- 
mediately when he hears the whistle 
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command. — 

Once this lesson is mastered he may 
or may not wish to come to heel to sit 
when you give him the command via 
whistle. ; 

If he persists in coming to heel before 
he sits, and many young dogs will, 
further training is called for. One simple 
way to get him to sit, even though he 
is not near you, is to work it in with 
retrieving. Make the dog sit at heel when 
you throw the retrieving buck. After you 
release him by voice to make the retrieve, 
give him the stop whistle. With his in- 
terest directed on the buck he will prob- 
ably sit as required half way to the buck. 
If this does not work you can rig a 20 
or 30 foot rope around a tree or through a 
small pulley with both ends of the rope 
attached to the dogs collar. It’s then 
possible to send the dog away from you, 
call him in, or stop him on the spot by 
applying force on the rope as required. 
Eight or ten lessons of fifteen minutes 
duration repeated daily should be énough 
to get the idea over that he must stop 
every time he hears one blast of the 
whistle. 

With puppies, or even older dogs, sev- 
eral short cherks or notes of the whistle 
at feeding time or when they return to 
you with the retrieving buck is a very 
effective way to teach the “come in” 
signal. If this does not work you can force 
break them with the line as described 
above in the preceeding paragraph. 

Perhaps the most difficult whistle com- 
mand to teach the dog is to get him to 
look at you when you sound two short 
blasts to attract attention. If your dog 
will work on a check cord, you can 
usually teach him the meaning of two 
blasts by following the signal with a 
sharp tug on the check cord. If he will 
not work on a check cord, and many 
won't, you can hide his retrieving dummy 
in high grass and send him to look for it. 
When he learns that you always direct 
him to its location with a wave of your 
hand AFTER you have gotten his at- 
tention by two blasts of the whistle he 
will begin to respond to the command. 
Extreme cases can be taught by a well 
directed shot from a slingshot imme- 
diately after you give him the signal to 
look at you. Care must be taken that only 
a clay marble is used as ammunition and 
that the trainer has enough skill to direct 
the marble to the ribs or rump and not 
the eye. This method is usually not called 
for but maybe in the cases of older more 
headstrong individuals who hunt for 
themselves and not to the gun. 

There are many other ways to teach 
the dog the meaning of various whistle 
commands. The above suggestions which 
may prove helpful have worked before 
and will work for you if applied at regular 
intervals and if mixed with a little com- 
mon sense. It’s a great help in the educa- 
tion of any hunting dog if the trainer has 
a well thought out plan or System and 
if he knows more than the dog.

Press notices describing apparent mali- 
cious poisoning are common in the 
papers. 

Almost any city or town sooner 
later has a series of dog deaths. Ve 
often the list will in- 
clude some of the 
sporting breeds. One 
large midwest city 
has experienced two 
such outbreaks in less 
than a year’s time. 
Rarely can the crim- 
inal be found. 

The usual poison 
used is strychnine, a 
drug that is far too 
readily available. ; 
Since it is not anar- C. H. Anthony 
cotic, its sale cannot 
be restricted as easily as with those drugs

A knowledge of some of the facts about 
this type of poisoning may help save the 
life of your dog. For one thing, the drug 
is rapidly absorbed from the stomach. 
Consequently, symptoms of poisoning, 
quickly appear. These consist of an in- 
creased excitability or nervousness. Very 
soon the dog shows a marked response to 
external stimuli—sudden or sharp sounds 
and light. A snap of the fingers will send — 
it into a sudden convulsion of spasmodic _ 
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gasping movements. This is the critic 
stage. Unless immediate antidotes ar 
given, death will soon occur from suffo- 
cation. 

If these typical symptoms are observed, 
the best emergency treatment is t 
blanket the dog immediately, keeping i 
absolutely quiet and completely covered. 
Contact your veterinarian next but don’ 
move the patient unless instructed to d 
so. Some veterinarians prefer to have the 
case kept at home for preliminary treat-_ 
ment with drugs (sedatives) before at-_ 
tempting to move it. 

The term “food poisoning” includes a 
variety of causes of sudden cases of se- 
vere and often fatal indigestion. Spoilage 
of feeds constitutes one of the most com- 
mon sources of these cases. 

It is hardly necessary to warn against 
the feeding of raw offal and carcasses. 
But in one instance an owner lost four- 
teen good foxhounds one night by failing 
to use good judgment. Autopsies of sev- 
eral dogs indicated some type of poison- 
ing. After several hours of questioning, 
the owner reluctantly admitted that he’ 
allowed his dogs to feed on a hog carcass 
the evening before. It was a costly ex- 
perience but probably taught a lesson. 

It certainly goes without saying that — 
any dog deserves the same consideration 
you would give yourself. His feed should — 
be as fresh and wholesome as your own. |

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Treatment of these cases of food poi- 
soning consists of emptying the stomach 
just as quickly as possible. Egg whites, 
mustard or flour and water will usually 
cause vomiting. This is an emergency 
measure that any owner can use until 
the veterinarian can be called. The main 
thing is to remove as much of the source 
of toxic material as possible. 

One very important thing to remember 
and to always avoid is cellophane wrap- 
pings from meat by-products. This plastic 
is indigestible. Strips of it will cut the 
mucous lining of the digestive tract 
enough to cause painful hemorrhages and 
possibly death. Pieces of cellophane can 
get wadded-up into a mass that cannot 
be moved. In any event, cellophane can 
cause serious trouble. 

Two highly poisonous compounds, for 
destruction of rodents, have also killed a 
number of dogs. 

ANTU, the first of these chemicals, has 
a peculiar killing action causing the lungs 
to fill with fluid. The end effect is like 
drowning. A dog that accidentally swal- 
lows ANTU bait will vomit if the stomach 
is empty. Otherwise it will very .soon 
show signs of poisoning. No specific anti- 
dote is yet known for ANTU. Convulsions 
are common symptoms. Stimulants may 
prolong life but nearly 100% deaths are 
recorded. 

The other compound is known as 1080. 
It is so very poisonous that only one 
manufacturer has ever made it in quan- 
tity. Its use has been restricted to prop- 
erly qualified health agencies and 
bonded exterminators. The few cases of 
accidental 1080 poisoning resulted from 
dogs finding and eating rats that were 
killed with it, according to some ob- 
servations. 

Symptoms of poisoning are much like 
those of strychnine. The specific antidote 
of the latter is useless in these cases. 

We can prevent many of these unfor- 
tunate deaths from poisoning by observ- 
ing common sense rules: Never leave or 
use carelessly any poisonous chemicals 
around the house or yard. Avoid spoiled 
feed of any kind. Feed regularly to dis- 
courage the scavenger-dog.

COONHOUNDS BEING used in the United States today 
are a versatile lot. Of course most of them are trained 
to hunt raccoons, but this scrappy antagonist isn’t the only 
animal that a coonhound is concerned with. In the south- 
west I saw strains that were doing a wonderful job on! 
mountain lions. These dogs were bred for certain qual- 
ities to make them more suitable for tackling the big cats 
in rough, tough country. On a recent trip to California, 
I talked to Roy Rogers who is a great coonhound fancier. 
He wanted me to join him for a night hunt with his pack 
of hounds scheduled to show their stuff against bobcats. 
Down south I’ve spent many nights with ardent after- 
dark hunters whose hounds treed both coon and ’possum. 

Training young hounds to stay with raccoons and not ; 
take the trail of a‘rabbit or other time wasters takes time, , 
just as the training of other breeds. Don Stringer, noted . 
Mundelein, Ill., Black and Tan Coonhound breeder, always | 
has a live coon which he takes into the woods nearby for ° 
laying a trail. He believes in starting the pups on 100) 
per cent coon scent, so the lead raccoon gets quite a hike in| 
the fields and woods before the young dogs are turned out. : 

Having his kennel away from a town or village is, of : 
course, an advantage in this use of a live coon for teaching : 
young dogs what they’re supposed to look for in the woods. . 
And with woods all around, it’s easy for Stringer to get :| 
his young dogs started on their life work. 


It’s time for Mr. Coon to play trainer. Note Stringer’s 
gloves, protection against the coon’s teeth 


The coon is carried 150 yards from the kennel, then put Ten Oaks Country Gentleman, young Black and Tan, is 
on leash to make a trail in the woods ready to take a lesson in following a trail 


Stringer uses a short leash on a dog at first to make sure 
it hits the scent left by the racoon which is walked 
through the woods and then put back in the pen before 
the dogs are brought out for their lesson.

So lift your sights right now, gang, and take a gander 
at this sharp comment by Charles Horn of Minnesota. 
If you took a glance at this page in a recent issue— 
you'll see how Mr. Horn’s comment fits into what was 
written here. 
Horn said that there is no national water policy: 
there is no land policy. “The Army Engineers are 
still damming, ditching, draining, dredging and levee- 
ing.” (Remember what this page said about the 
brass bound Engineers last month?) 
“They now have new allies in the various soil con- 
servation districts who are subsidized by land grants, 
.. in a vicious program of farm pothole drainage. 
They seem determined on draining every such pot- 
hole: already 2000 farm potholes have been drained 
since 1947 in Day County, South Dakota, alone.” 
Have you checked your county lately, Mr. Sports- 
man? Are they draining potholes near you? 
But get this. While these and other agencies are 
promoting draining, the soil conservation service, the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service, rod and gun clubs 
and individuals are advocating conservation of pot- 
holes and are attempting marsh restoration. — 
See what I mean about looking over the horizon 
and seeing what’s going on? Imagine millions of 
dollars being spent to drain potholes by some federal 
agencies, while others are doling out millions of your 
tax money to farmers for the BUILDING of ARTIFI- 
CIAL lakes and ponds? 
Did you ever hear of anything so cockeyed? Bu 
sad to relate, not one hunter or fisherman out of 
100,000 knows about this mess being created by the 
guys in Washington. And not one out of 200,000 
wades into the mess with fists flying to make Wash- 
ington do something sane and constructive that will 
end this destructive policy affecting all of us. 
As Horn so wisely says, there is need of a NA- 
TIONAL RESOURCES department at Washington to 
administer all federal conservation activities. And 
this magazine is ready to take a jump right into that 
campaign to get such a department. Will you join us? 
So get the eyes high boys so you can sight on the 
tragedy that is going on daily in your outdoors—the 
tragedy of the planners ruining your rivers, draining
